In  This  Issue 

I  was  bom  and  raised  in  Nevada, 
Mo.,  population  9,736.  A  small 
town  by  most  comparisons. 

Small  enough  to  rate  a  “saaaa- 
lute”  on  Hee-Haw.  But  big  enough  to 
be  the  county  seat  It’s  where  people 
from  the  really  small  towns  around  us 
came  when  they  went  to  town  on 
Saturday. 

It  was  big  enough  for  three  good- 
size  factories,  a  private  women’s 
junior  college,  and  a  country  club. 

And  it  was  big  enough  to  be  the  center 
of  my  universe  for  18  years. 

Ever  since  I  left  Nevada  for  the 
Big  City  I’ve  kept  that  number  — 
9,736  —  in  my  head  as  a  reference 
point  I  put  things  in  perspective  by 
measuring  them  against  what  I  grew 
up  with. 

My  college  dormitory  housed 
more  people  than  were  enrolled  in  my 
whole  high  school. 

In  the  early  1980s,  Bethlehem 
Steel  laid  off  a  quarter  of  its  Baltimore 
workforce  —  10,000  people  out  of 
work.  As  a  reporter  covering  some  of 
those  layoffs,  I  was  able  to  grasp  the 
magnitude  of  that  number  by  measur¬ 
ing  it  against  the  population  of 
Nevada.  A  whole  city  was  out  of 
work. 

Last  week  I  had  to  use  that  refer¬ 
ence  point  again  to  gain  perspective. 
Last  week  San  Francisco  lost  its 
1 0,000th  resident  to  AIDS.  All  of 
Nevada  —  an  entire  thriving,  prosper¬ 
ous  community  —  gone. 

The  threshold  was  crossed  on 
Thursday,  a  rainy,  depressing  day. 
Walking  through  that  afternoon  to  buy 
cold  medicine  at  the  Castro 
Walgreens  (the  No.  1  seller  of  AZT  in 
the  country),  I  was  thinking  about 
Nevada  and  AIDS. 

I  was  wondering  what  the  coun¬ 
try’s  response  would  have  been  if  it 
had  been  Nevada,  an  overwhelmingly 
white.  Middle  American  town,  that 
bad  been  devastated  by  an  outside 
force,  instead  of  10,000  people,  most¬ 
ly  gay  men,  living  in  “Sodom  by  the 
sea.” 

I  can’t  help  but  believe  that  presi¬ 
dents  would  have  made  speeches, 
Congress  would  have  demanded 
action,  and  public  outcry  would  have 
been  deafening.  Instead,  12-plus  years 
into  this  epidemic,  we’re  still  getting 
silence  and  stonewalling. 

Our  story  on  Page  19,  “Brakes  on 
the  Cure,”  illustrates  just  one  example 
of  how  the  federal  government  —  the 
Food  and  Drug  Administration  in  this 
case  —  drags  its  feet  on  AIDS 
research,  costing  us  an  untold  number 
of  lives  with  its  delays. 

From  my  Nevada-bred  perspec¬ 
tive,  10,000  is  a  staggering  number, 
but  it’s  just  a  small  fraction  of  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  people 
around  the  world  who  have  died  of 
AIDS.  And  in  just  a  few  years,  we’ll 
have  to  start  counting  by  millions 
I  wonder  how  big  the  number  has 
to  become  before  the  government  and 
the  drug  companies  stop  playing  poli¬ 
tics  with  the  cure.

PROJECT  INVISIBILITY 

“Project  Censored,”  which  assem¬ 
bles  a  panel  of  media  experts  each 
year  to  select  the  top  25  underreport¬ 
ed  stories,  has  excluded  lesbian,  gay, 
or  bisexual  news  items  from  the 
1992  list  (see  “Sold  to  the  Highest 
Bidder,”  1/6/93).  Never  in  the  17- 
year  history  of  the  project  has  a  les¬ 
bian,  gay,  or  bisexual  news  item 
been  selected  for  that  list.  Purported¬ 
ly,  Project  Censored  seeks  to  “edu¬ 
cate  journalists  and  the  public”  about 
important  news  that  is  overlooked  by 
the  mainstream  press.  The  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  Project’s  annual  list  is  a 
media  event  itself,  receiving  national 
coverage. 

Throughout  1992,  numerous  les¬ 
bian,  gay,  and  bisexual  news  items 
were  submitted  to  Project  Censored 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  of  the 
Gay  and  Lesbian  Alliance  Against 
Defamation  (GLAAD/SFBA). 

These  stories  included  items  on  the 
significance  of  the  lesbian/gay  vote 
and  die  passage  of  major  antidis¬ 
crimination  laws  in  three  states. 

Major  stories  never  even  consid¬ 
ered  by  the  panel  include  the  lack  of 
media  coverage  for  die  1987  March 
on  Washington,  the  suppression  of  a 
controversial  1989  report  on  teen 
suicide  from  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services,  and  the 
untold  story  of  the  1990  Gay  Games 
(the  largest  amateur  athletics  event 
in  the  world  that  year). 

Project  Censored  values  ironical¬ 
ly  reflect  a  complete  and  utter  igno¬ 
rance  of  our  community  and  of 
social  reality  in  1992.  This  is  ironic 
since  their  ignorance  is  due,  of 
course,  to  the  incredibly  intensive 
censorship  lesbian,  gay,  and  bisexual 
people  experience. 

Year  after  year.  Project  Censored 
lavishes  attention  on  the  same  few 
categories  of  stories,  such  as  govern¬ 
ment  scandals  and  foreign-policy 
fiascoes.  While  important,  these 
issues  do  not  begin  to  illustrate  the 
horrifying  range  of  media  censorship 
rampant  in  our  society.  GLAAD/ 
SFBA  calls  upon  Project  Censored 
to  immediately  include  lesbian,  gay, 
and  bisexual  people  among  its  panel 
of  media  experts  [and]  establish 
ongoing  relationships  with  lesbian, 
gay,  and  bisexual  journalists  and 
media  advocacy  organizations.

Sheriff  fights 
health  dept 
over  jail  care 

The  quality  of  treatment 
for  sick  jail  inmates  may 
be  at  stake  in  what  some 
observers  are  describing 
as  a  power  game  between  Sheriff 
Michael  Hennessey  and  the  San 
Francisco  Department  of  Public 
Health  (DPH). 

Hennessey’s  office  is  proposing 
to  hire  an  outside  contractor  for  jail 
health  services  currently  provided 
by  the  DPH  through  a  contract  with 
the  Haight-Ashbury  Free  Clinic. 

Although  Hennessey’s  office 
says  he  is  only  trying  to  save 
money,  public  health  officials  say 
the  sheriff  is  seeking  greater  con¬ 
trol  over  health  services  at  the  jail. 

Hennessey  has  no  direct  finan¬ 
cial  motive  for  seeking  cheaper  ser¬ 
vices,  said  various  DPH  doctors 
and  nurses.  Jail  health  services  are 
paid  out  of  the  public  health  bud¬ 
get,  not  the  Sheriff’s  Department. 
Still,  DPH  officials  —  who 
wouldn’t  speak  on  the  record  — 
vehemently  oppose  contracting  out 
the  services. 

Registered  nurse  Rita  Connolly 
said  the  question  of  who  provides 
treatment  for  inmates  “is  a  control 
issue”  for  Hennessey.  “They 
[deputies]  are  there  to  provide  cus¬ 
tody.  We  provide  health  care,  and 
there  are  inherent  conflicts  in  those 
roles,”  Connolly  said. 

Hennessey  aide  Eileen  Hirst 
denied  any  tension  between  the  two 
departments  and  insisted  the  pro¬ 
posal  to  contract  out  services 
stemmed  purely  from  financial 
concerns.  “No  decision  has  been 
made”  to  contract  out.  Hirst  said. 
But  a  draft  request  for  proposal 
(RFP)  sets  a  date  in  mid-February 
for  soliciting  bids,  with  a  deadline 
ofMay  12  for  selecting  a  company. 

The  draft  RFP  is  written  in  such 
a  way  that  only  two  companies 
nationwide  could  bid  on  it,  doctors 
said.  Bidding  companies  must  be 
organized  primarily  for  offering 
“correctional  health  care”  and  have 
at  least  five  years’  experience 
doing  so.  Only  the  nationwide 
firms  of  Prison  Health  Services  and 
Emergency  Medical  Services  qual¬ 
ify  under  those  terms,  doctors  said. 
The  Haight-Ashbury  Free  Clinic 
would  be  excluded  from  bidding. 

Connolly  and  the  doctors  ques¬ 
tioned  whether  San  Francisco 
would  save  any  money  by  contract¬ 
ing  ouL  And  most  inmates  end  up 
back  among  the  general  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  population,  where  the  health 
department  has  to  deal  with  them 
anyway.  Providing  jail  health  care 
means  the  health  department  is  bet¬ 
ter  able  to  track  patients  as  they 
move  from  incarceration  to  free¬ 
dom,  Connolly  and  the  doctors  said. 

She  said  private  companies  typi¬ 
cally  offer  a  low  first-year  bid  and 
then  raise  their  prices  the  following 
year.  She  charged  that  the  compa¬ 
nies  also  tend  to  cut  comers  on 
treatment  to  cut  costs.  Connolly 
also  said  she  has  had  direct  experi¬ 
ence  with  Prison  Health  Services, 
which  contracts  with  Alameda 
County  jails,  where  San  Francisco 
rents  beds  to  relieve  inmate  over¬ 


crowding. 

“There  have  been  incidents  such 
as  a  patient  being  returned  to  us  just 
this  week  with  chest  pains,”  Con¬ 
nolly  said.  “He  should  have  been 
sent  to  Highland  [Hospital,  in  Oak¬ 
land],  but  instead  he  was  put  on  a 
van  and  sent  back  to  San  Francisco, 
where  he  was  sent  to  General  Hos¬ 
pital.” 

“Their  bottom  line  is  money,” 
Connolly  said.  “We  get  patients 
back  all  the  time  who  have  been 
waiting  extensive  periods  for  treat¬ 
ment”

Amnesty  plan 
for  landlords 
not  popular 

A  PROPOSED  amnesty  for 

illegal  apartments  in  San 
Francisco  is  drawing  fire 
from  both  housing 
activists  and  neighborhood  preser¬ 
vationists.  The  proposal,  made  by 
Supervisor  Terence  Hallinan  four 
months  ago,  is  now  under  consider¬ 
ation  by  the  Planning  Commission. 

Under  the  proposal,  some  land¬ 
lords  who  have  illegally  converted 
space  inside  a  home  into  a  separate 
apartment  could  avoid  city  penal¬ 
ties  by  paying  a  modest  registration 
fee.  They  would  be  exempted  from 
the  requirement  to  provide  off- 
street  parking  and  would  face  a 
less-stringent  ceiling-height 
requirement 

Because  the  amnesty  applies 
only  in  neighborhoods  already 
zoned  for  multiple-unit  dwellings, 
city  planners  estimate  that  1,000  of 
an  estimated  20,000  illegal  apart¬ 
ments  would  be  legalized  under  the 
plan.  The  chief  incentive  for  land¬ 
lords  to  join  the  amnesty  program 
would  be  the  offer  to  legalize  the 
improvements  to  their  property, 
allowing  them  to  sell  the  buildings 
at  higher  assessed  values. 

Calvin  Welch,  an  affordable- 
housing  activist,  opposes  the 
amnesty  program,  which  he  said 
would  simply  drive  up  the  rents  of 
one  of  the  city’s  most  affordable 
housing  sources.  Landlords  would 


pass  through  the  costs  of  legalizing 
the  unit  to  tenants,  he  said,  and 
rents  would  rise  as  more  buildings 
are  bought  and  sold. 

“This  is  not  a  housing-driven 
issue,  but  a  budget-driven  issue,” 
Welch  said,  noting  the  city  stands 
to  reap  new  registration  fees  and 
increased  taxes  once  the  buildings 
are  reassessed. 

“This  would  have  a  long-term 
bad  effect  on  affordable  housing,” 
he  said.  “Illegality  tends  to  put  a 
cap  on  the  amount  of  money  that 
can  be  charged.” 

Welch  also  said  the  amnesty 
would  worsen  relations  between 
city  politicians  and  neighborhood 
groups. 

“For  a  small  fee,  they  would 
legitimize  illegal  construction.  The 
neighborhood  groups  say,  ‘Doesn’t 
this  gut  existing  zoning  controls?’  ” 
Welch  said.  “I  think  they  have  a 
point” 

John  Bardis,  president  of  the 
Inner  Sunset  Action  Committee, 
said  offering  the  amnesty  would 
just  encourage  other  homeowners 
to  illegally  convert  “recreation 
rooms”  with  wet  bars  and  garages 
with  plumbing  hookups  into  apart¬ 
ments.  He  vehemently  opposes  the 
provision  that  would  excuse  land¬ 
lords  from  creating  off-street  park¬ 
ing  places. 

“Fights  over  off-street  parking 
have  caused  a  lot  of  acrimonious 
grief  in  the  neighborhoods,”  Bardis 
said. 

According  to  secretary  Linda 
Avery,  the  amnesty  matter  is  likely 
to  come  to  a  vote  at  the  Jan.  28 
Planning  Commission  meeting.

Opponents  of 
Giants  deal 
face  deadline 

Hampered  by  rain  and 
tight  deadlines,  volun¬ 
teers  are  scrambling  to 
get  8,000  more  signa¬ 
tures  on  petitions  to  block  $15  mil¬ 
lion  in  lease  concessions  to  the  San 
Francisco  Giants. 

Stop  the  Giveaway  organizers 


say  they  need  a  total  of 24,000  sig¬ 
natures  by  next  Wednesday,  Jan. 
20,  to  put  the  lease  concessions 
before  San  Francisco  voters  in  a 
November  referendum. 

“The  rains  have  killed  us,”  said 
organizer  Doug  Comstock.  “Refer- 
endums  are  stacked  against  the  citi¬ 
zens  to  begin  with,  but  this  weather 
has  made  it  even  more  difficult” 

The  city  charter  sets  high  hur¬ 
dles  for  any  effort  to  challenge  a 
decision  by  the  Board  of  Supervi¬ 
sors.  To  put  a  referendum  on  the 
ballot,  citizens  have  only  30  days 
from  the  time  the  mayor  signs  an 
ordinance  into  law  to  gather  peti¬ 
tion  signatures  equal  to  10  percent 
of  the  voters  in  the  previous  may- 
oral  election.  The  signatures  are 
then  submitted  to  the  city’s  regis¬ 
trar  of  voters  for  verification. 

Although  the  current  referen¬ 
dum  drive  needs  19,500  valid  sig¬ 
natures,  Comstock  said  the  group 
hopes  to  collect  at  least  24,000  “to 
give  us  a  safety  margin.” 

Comstock  said  about  16,000 
San  Franciscans  have  signed  peti¬ 
tions  so  far. 

“We  need  people  to  sign  peti¬ 
tions,  and  we  need  volunteers  to  go 
out  and  get  signatures.  This  is  our 
last  weekend  to  do  it,”  Comstock 
said.  “Time  is  so  short  that  we’re 
having  to  hire  people  to  get  the 
petitions  out  around  the  city.” 

The  group  has  scheduled  three 
rallies  this  weekend  at  their  tempo¬ 
rary  headquarters  at  Live  Art  Stu¬ 
dio,  151  Potrero  Ave.,  near  15th 
Street.  Supporters  are  asked  to 
meet  at  10  a.m.  on  Saturday,  Sun¬ 
day,  or  Monday,  Jan.  16-18.  The 
group  has  also  scheduled  a  fund¬ 
raising  party  on  Friday,  Jan.  15,  to 
raise  money  for  paid  signature- 
gatherers.  The  party  begins  7  pm. 
at  Don  Ramon’s  restaurant,  225 
1 1th  St.,  between  Howard  and  Fol¬ 
som.  For  more  information,  call 
(415)546-5691. 

Besides  the  Stop  the  Giveaway 
headquarters  on  Potrero  Avenue, 
likely  locations  for  signature-gath¬ 
ers  this  weekend  include  24th 
Street  in  Noe  Valley,  Castro  and 
Market  streets,  Haight  Street,  and 
9th  Avenue  and  Irving.

Gov.  Pete  Wilson’s  “no 
new  taxes”  budget  pro¬ 
posal  is  a  “fraud,”

Union,  contrasted  Wilson’s  higher- 
education  cuts  to  President-elect 
Bill  Clinton’s  economic  strategy  of 
“investing  in  people,”  especially  in 
education. 

Democratic  legislators  have 
issued  no  formal  response  to  Wil¬ 
son’s  budget,  but  Capitol  sources 
say  some  are  talking  about  avoiding 
drastic  cuts  by  adopting  a  two-year 
budget  The  state  could  spend  more 
this  year  by  averaging  in  the 
increased  tax  revenue  expected  in 
1994,  as  the  state’s  economy 
improves. 

This  accounting  device  alone 
won’t  save  services  from  drastic 
cuts,  but  Democrats  are  unlikely  to 
come  out  strongly  for  any  tax 
increases  soon.

requirement  for  local  bond  mea¬ 
sures  and  for  school  parcel  taxes. 
Assemblymember  Johan  Klehs  (D- 
San  Leandro),  meanwhile,  has 
introduced  a  bill  to  extend  parents’ 
child-care  tax  credit,  due  to  expire 
this  year,  and  cut  the  business-meals 
deduction  to  pay  for  it 

That  strategy  —  tying  service 
proposals  to  a  source  of  revenue  — 
will  be  a  central  feature  of  future 
campaigns  by  school  and  child- wel¬ 
fare  advocates,  according  to  Jill 
Wynns,  longtime  parent  activist  and 
newly  elected  San  Francisco  school 
board  member.  Schooled  by  several 
years  of  bitter  budget  fights,  advo¬ 
cacy  groups  are  becoming  more 
sophisticated  and  building  broader 
coalitions  to  wield  more  clout 

In  particular,  Wynns  said  school 
supporters  this  year  will  join  in  a 
common  lobbying  effort  with  other 
child  advocates,  overcoming  past 
competition  that  allowed  Wilson 
and  other  budget-cutters  to  play 
them  off  against  one  another.  In  a 
similar  move,  the  new  San  Francis¬ 
co  office  of  the  Washington,  D.C.- 
based  Advocacy  Institute  is  “pulling 
together  a  variety  of  groups  to  look 
at  the  budget  as  a  whole,”  rather 
than  balkanizing  the  budget,  with 
each  group  fighting  for  its  piece, 
according  to  Judith  Bell  of  Con¬ 
sumers  Union,  a  participant  in  the 
coalition. 

In  addition  to  resisting  this  year’s 
cuts,  advocates  for  education  and 
other  children’s  services  ate  consid¬ 
ering  a  1994  ballot  initiative  that 
would  “identify  a  funding  source, 
then  earmark  that  money  for  some 
particular  service,”  Wynns  said.  She 
said  this  approach  is  a  major  step 
forward  from  Proposition  98,  which 
simply  claims  a  percentage  of  the 
state  budget  for  schools,  without 


building  in  a  source  of  funds.

Environmentalists  won 
two  court  victories  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  last  week.  In  a  cliff- 
hanger  decision  Jan.  8, 
Federal  District  Court  Judge  Mari¬ 
lyn  Hall  Patel  temporarily  blocked 
U.S.  Interior  Secretary  Manuel 
Luhan’s  attempt  to  push  through  a 
planned  nuclear- waste  dump  in  the 
Mojave  Desert 

And  Mendocino  County  Superi¬ 
or  Court  Judge  James  W.  Luther 
canceled  state  approval  for  a 
Louisiana-Pacific  logging  plan  in 
Kaisen  Gulch  on  the  Albion  River. 

The  Ward  Valley  nuclear- 
waste  dump  looked  like  a  done 
deal  after  Luhan  announced  Jan.  7 
he  planned  to  transfer  the  necessary 
land  from  the  Interior  Department 
to  the  state.  Environmentalists  and 
local  residents  have  long  opposed 
the  planned  dump,  fearing  that  its 
location  and  design  would  create 
too  great  a  risk  of  contaminating 
the  nearby  Colorado  River,  the 
source  of  Southern  California’s 
drinking  water. 

After  Luhan’s  announcement,  a 
coalition  including  the  Bay  Area 
Nuclear  Waste  Coalition,  Desert 
Citizens  Against  Pollution,  and  the 
Abalone  Alliance  asked  Judge 
Patel  for  a  temporary  restraining 
order  on  the  grounds  that  the  dump 


would  be  built  “in  the  middle  of 
critical  habitat  for  the  desert  tor¬ 
toise,”  listed  as  a  “threatened 
species”  under  the  Endangered 
Species  Act,  explained  Hannah 
Bentley,  one  of  the  lawyers  for  the 
environmentalists. 

Patel’s  temporary  restraining 
order  is  set  to  expire  Jan.  19,  the  last 
day  of  the  Bush  administration.  If 
the  date  is  not  postponed,  and  if 
Patel  fails  to  grant  an  injunction 
against  the  sale  of  the  land,  Luhan 
would  still  have  six  hours  or  so  to 
push  through  the  transfer  before 
leaving  office. 

The  Kaisen  Gulch  logging 
plan  was  one  of  three  named  in  a 
1989  lawsuit  by  Mendocino  Coun¬ 
ty  resident  Zia  Cattalini,  in  an 
attempt  to  stop  what  local  residents 
saw  as  overlogging  of  the  Albion 
River  watershed.  The  court  threw 
out  the  case  against  the  two  other 
logging  plans  on  technical  grounds 
—  those  plans  were  for  logging  in 
the  Enchanted  Meadow  area,  which 
became  the  scene  of  two  months  of 
massive  protest  by  local  residents 
when  Louisiana  Pacific  started  log¬ 
ging  there  last  spring  (see  “The 
Siege  of  Abion  Nation,”  7/22/92). 
Logging  in  the  Enchanted  Meadow 
is  now  on  hold  because  of  an  order 
by  the  state  Court  of  Appeals;  the 
next  hearing  on  that  case  is  expect¬ 
ed  in  a  few  months. 

Meanwhile,  Mendocino  County 
residents  greeted  Luther’s  decision 
on  Kaisen  Gulch  as  confirmation 
that  they  were  right  in  opposing  all 
three  logging  plans.  “The  exact 
same  argument  that  the  judge 
accepted  in  this  case  is  equally 
valid  against  the  Enchanted  Mead¬ 
ow  plans,”  said  Nick  Wilson  of 
Friends  of  Enchanted  Meadow.

The  BART  cop's  story 


SPEED

The  BART  Police  Department’s  official  justifica¬ 
tion  for  the  fatal  shooting  of  Jerrold  Hall  is  col¬ 
lapsing  rapidly  under  the  weight  of  important 
new  evidence  —  including  the  sworn  testimony 
of  the  officer  who  fired  the  shot 

Officer  Fred  Crabtree  made  his  first  public  statements 
about  the  shooting  Dec.  29,  at  a  preliminary  court  hearing 
for  John  Henry  Owens,  who  is  charged  with  assisting  Hall 
in  an  alleged  robbery  aboard  a  BART  train  Nov.  15. 

For  anyone  who’s  missed  my  past  five  columns  on  the 
incident,  here’s  a  quick  recap:  Hall  and  Owens  were  riding 
a  Fremont-bound  train  early  that  Sunday  evening  when 
another  passenger  told  the  train  operator  that  two  black 
men  had  stolen  his  Walkman  radio.  He  said  the  robbers 
had  a  gun;  Hall  and  Owens  fit  the  passenger’s  description. 

By  the  time  the  two  young  men  left  the  train  at  Hay¬ 
ward,  a  BART  Police  dispatcher  had  contacted  Crabtree, 
who  was  patrolling  the  area  in  a  squad  car.  Crabtree  pulled 
into  the  parking  lot,  pulled  out  a  12-gauge  shotgun,  and 
told  Hall  and  Owens  to  freeze.  Owens  hit  the  ground;  Hall 
started  arguing.  After  a  few  minutes,  Hall  walked  away. 
Crabtree  ordered  him  to  halt  and  fired  a  warning  shot 
When  Hall  kept  walking,  Crabtree  fired  again,  and  hit  Hall 
in  the  back  of  the  head;  he  died  several  hours  later.  Tbs 
police  never  found  a  gun 

The  initial  statements  from  BART  spokesperson  Mike 
Healy  alleged  that  Hall  had  been  shot  in  the  chest  while 
attacking  Crabtree.  An  official  report  issued  several  weeks 
later  acknowledged  that  Hall  was  shot  in  the  back,  but  stat¬ 
ed  that  Crabtree  “believed  Hall  had  a  gun,”  and  that  Hall 
had  “turned  and  assumed  a  position  which  concealed  his 
hands  from  Officer  Crabtree’s  view.” 

An  internal  Weapons  Discharge  Board,  after  a  closed 
hearing,  found  Crabtree’s  actions  fully  justified,  and 
returned  the  officer  to  active  duty.  However,  at  the  prelimi¬ 
nary  hearing  Dec.  29,  Crabtree  testified  that  he  never  saw  a 
weapon  in  Hall’s  possession,  and  that  Hall  had  never 
attacked  or  threatened  him. 

Crabtree  acknowledged  that  he  knew  he  was  violating 
written  BART  guidelines  when  he  fired  a  warning  shot, 
which  aided  up  in  the  trunk  of  a  tree;  he  explained  that  he 
felt  he  had  lost  control  of  the  situation  and  needed  to  regain 
the  upper  hand.  But  under  questioning  by  defense  lawyer 
Ed  Xavier,  Crabtree  admitted  that  when  he  fired  the  sec¬ 
ond  shot,  only  a  few  moments  lata,  he  intended  to  hit  — 
and  kill  —  Jerrold  Hall. 

And  in  perhaps  the  most  important  —  and  most  tragic 
—  statement  on  the  shooting  to  date,  Crabtree  said  he  fired 
the  fatal  round  less  than  10  seconds  before  a  team  from  the 
Hayward  Police  Department  arrived.  Other  witnesses  con¬ 
firm  that  point.  I’ve  obtained  copies  of  unreleased  inter¬ 
views  conducted  at  the  scene  by  Hayward  Police  investi¬ 
gators,  and  some  eyewitnesses  say  they  could  hear  sirens 
approaching  as  Crabtree  pointed  his  shotgun  at  Hall  and 
squeezed  the  trigger. 

In  other  words.  Hall  wasn’t  about  to  get  away  —  if 
Crabtree  had  waited  just  a  few  more  seconds,  the  young 
man  would  have  been  surrounded  by  cops.  And  he’d 
almost  certainly  be  alive  today. 

TKUIK  AND  CONSEQUENCES 

This  new  information  raises  serious  questions  regarding 
BART’s  police  procedures,  equipment,  and  training  It 
also  adds  to  the  growing  body  of  evidence  pointing  to  an 


intentional  cover-up. 

Among  the  troubling  revelations: 

•  Crabtree  was  accompanied  by  a  German  shepherd 
police  dog,  which  had  undergone  extorsive,  rigorous,  and 
expensive  training  in  Germany.  The  dog  had  been  taught 
to  attack  —  or  to  pursue  a  fleeing  suspect  —  on  the  offi¬ 
cer’s  command.  As  a  member  of  BART’s  elite  Canine 
Corps,  Crabtree  should  have  undergone  extensive  training 
too,  working  with  the  dog  undo  conditions  similar  to  those 
he  encountered  the  night  of  the  shooting. 

A  formal  written  statement  on  the  shooting,  prepared 
by  BART  Police  Chief  Harold  Taylor  and  released  Dec.  7, 
asserts  that  Crabtree  “summoned  his  canine^  but  Hall 
resisted  the  dog.”  However,  Crabtree  testified  in  court  that 
the  dog  never  aggressively  attacked  Hall,  and  that  Hall 
simply  patted  the  dog  on  the  head  and  told  the  officer, 
“Animals  like  me.” 

Other  witnesses,  whose  statements  to  Hayward  Police 
investigators  woe  obtained  by  the  Bay  Guardian,  confirm 
that  Crabtree’s  dog  did  little  more  than  run  around  the 
parking  lot,  barking  occasionally. 

If  that’s  true,  it  suggests  that  either  the  costly  Canine 
Ccnps  training  was  inadequate,  that  in  the  heat  of  the 
moment  Crabtree  failed  to  issue  the  proper  commands  (in 
German,  the  only  language  the  dog  understands)  —  or  that 
the  dog  didn’t  find  Hall  to  be  the  least  bit  threatening. 

•  BART  Police  regulations  allow  the  use  of  deadly 
force  in  only  two  circumstances:  When  an  officer  feels  that 
his  life,  or  the  life  of  another,  is  in  imminent  danger,  or  to 
stop  a  fleeing  felony  suspect  who  is  believed  to  be  armed 
and  dangoous  and  who  “is  likely  to  continue  to  threaten 
death  or  serious  bodily  harm  to  another  human  being.” 

But  Crabtree’s  own  testimony  confirms  that  Hall  did 
nothing  to  suggest  that  he  was  carrying  a  weapon.  In  fact, 
Crabtree  testified  that  at  one  point  Hall  walked  toward  him 
with  his  arms  open  wide  and  asked,  “What  are  you  going 
to  do,  shoot  me?" 

Witnesses  say  that  at  the  time  of  the  shooting.  Hall  was 
roughly  30  feet  from  Crabtree,  facing  in  the  opposite  direc¬ 
tion  and  walking  away.  With  the  sirens  suggesting  that 
backup  was  seconds  away.  Hall  was  unlikely  to  escape 
apprehension.  What  justified  the  decision  to  shoot? 

•  An  official  directive  dated  July  22, 1987,  states  that 
“discharging  of  firearms  [is]  not  allowable  as  a  warning.” 
The  directive  makes  no  exceptions;  it  doesn’t,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  condone  warning  shots  in  circumstances  where  an 
officer  feels  he  needs  to  regain  “control”  of  a  situation. 

Yet  the  Weapons  Discharge  Board  apparently  excused 
Crabtree’s  action,  potentially  sending  a  message  to  other 
BART  Police  officers  that  the  rules  governing  the  use  of 
firearms  are  not  to  be  taken  seriously . 

•  Hayward  Police  interviewed  at  least  five  eyewitness¬ 
es  after  the  shooting,  and  on  most  of  the  essential  facts  the 
witnesses  and  Crabtree  have  given  very  similar  accounts. 
So  why  was  the  initial  police  report  so  totally  misleading? 
Why  did  BART  insist  for  more  than  two  weeks  that  Hall 
had  beat  shot  in  the  chest  after  physically  assaulting  Crab¬ 
tree?  Why  woe  none  of  the  eyewitness  accounts  of  the 
shooting  included  in  the  BART  Police  report?

Selling  California  cheap 


Gov.  Pete  Wilson  just  launched 
another  campaign  to  move  full 
speed  backward  with  a  strategy  of 
Reaganomics,  which  has  already 
undermined  the  national  and  state  economies. 

Desperately  offering  to  sell  California  for 
less  and  less,  Wilson  is  undermining  the 
resources  that  once  made  California  attractive 
to  investment:  an  educated  work  force  and  a 
strong  infrastructure. 

The  trade-off  is  direct:  Two  of  his  proposed 
business  tax  breaks  (the  research  and  develop¬ 
ment  credit  and  the  net  operating  loss  carry¬ 
over)  add  up  to  $355  million,  while  the  pro¬ 
posed  cut  to  universities  totals  $350  million. 
(Education  takes  additional  major  hits  at  the 
community  college  and  K- 12  levels.) 

The  tax  breaks  are  more  likely  to  enrich  the 
wealthy  than  to  build  the  economy.  Because 
state  and  local  taxes  add  up  to  less  than  2  per¬ 
cent  of  the  cost  of  doing  business  —  and  are 
mostly  deductible  from  federal  taxes  anyway 
—  such  breaks  are  unlikely  to  affect  business 
decisions. 

The  crumbling  state  education  system,  on 
the  other  hand,  is  definitely  hurting  the  econo¬ 
my  —  from  high-tech  industry  to  garment 
shops  —  by  increasing  training  costs  and  lim¬ 
iting  the  supply  of  skilled  workers,  as  business 
leaders  told  the  Assembly  Democratic  Eco¬ 
nomic  Prosperity  Team  last  year. 

Cuts  in  other  children’s  services  also 
undermine  the  quality  of  the  future  work 
force,  as  well  as  imposing  costly  burdens  on 
the  state  budget  As  funds  for  child-abuse  pre¬ 


vention  were  slashed,  for  example,  incidents 
of  child  abuse  increased  —  and  the  state  spent 
billions  on  foster  care,  health  care,  and  incar¬ 
ceration  for  the  young  victims. 

Wilson  says  the  weak  state  economy 
requires  these  budget  cuts.  It  is,  rather,  the 
weakness  of  the  political  will  to  tap  into  the 
wealth  held  by  high-income  individuals  and 
big  corporations,  and  to  reform  the  self- 
defeating  tax  system  foisted  on  California  by 
the  tax-cutting  movement  in  the  form  of  Prop. 
13  and  the  Gann  limit. 

While  public  health  politicians  prepare  to 
enact  the  budget-crisis  rerun,  however,  advo¬ 
cacy  groups  are  growing  in  political  and  orga¬ 
nizational  sophistication,  as  Jean  Tepperman 
reports  on  Page  10:  They  are  pushing  for  a 
new  approach  to  the  state  budget 

Steve  Barrow  of  the  Sacramento-based 
Children’s  Advocacy  Institute  explains:  “Now 
they  say:  ‘Here’s  the  revenue,  here’s  the  pro¬ 
gram,  how  much  can  we  pay  for?  There  are 
100,000  children  at  risk  and  our  program 
reaches  20,000.  But  this  year  we  can  only 
afford  to  help  19, 000.”’ 

“Instead,”  Barrow  says,  “we  should  make  a 
three-  or  four-  or  five-year  plan  about  how  we 
can  get  to  100,000.  We  need  to  identify  the 
needs,  figure  out  what  it  takes  to  meet  them, 
and  make  a  plan.” 

As  for  this  year,  we  must  call  on  legislators 
to  reject  Wilson’s  cuts  in  health,  education, 
and  welfare,  and  come  up  with  the  progressive 
revenue  measures  needed  to  stem  further  ero¬ 
sion  in  the  quality  of  Californians’  lives. 


A  matter  of  leverage 


IN  July  1991,  with  the  real  estate  market  in 
a  deep  slump  and  commercial  landlords 
offering  discounts  to  prospective  tenants, 
the  San  Francisco  Real  Estate  Department 
got  a  startling  piece  of  news:  The  owner  of  an 
Army  Street  storage  yard  where  the  city  kept 
some  trucks  and  construction  gear  had  decided 
to  raise  the  rent  —  by  almost  800  percent  The 
monthly  bill  of  $3,300  was  way  below  market 
rate,  the  landlord  claimed;  from  now  on,  the 
city  would  have  to  pay  $23,000  a  month. 

A  lot  of  big  tenants  might  have  told  the  land¬ 
lord  where  to  stick  that  new  lease,  and  gone 
looking  for  another  place  to  park  their  trucks. 
But  this  was  San  Francisco  —  and  the  landlord 
was  PG&E.  So  the  city  accepted  the  deal. 

With  the  annual  deficit  pushing  $  150  mil¬ 
lion,  a  $236,000  rent  increase  is  not  a  gigantic 
budget  item.  But  as  Martin  Espinoza  and  Tim 
Redmond  report  on  Page  17,  the  Army  Street 
lease  is  just  one  in  a  long  string  of  incredibly 
bad  business  deals  between  San  Francisco  and 
Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Co.  —  deals  that  have 
cost  the  city  more  than  $200  million  over  the 
past  five  years. 

Back  in  1987,  Budget  Analyst  Harvey  Rose 
urged  the  supervisors  to  reject  a  set  of  long¬ 
term  contracts  with  PG&E  and  two  Central 
Valley  irrigation  districts.  But  the  City  Attor¬ 
ney’s  Office  said  PG&E  held  all  the  cards,  and 
the  city  had  no  choice.  The  supervisors  caved 
in. 

In  October  1992,  the  Finance  Committee 
began  talking  about  renegotiating  the  contracts, 
but  the  City  Attorney’s  Office  insisted  the  city 
had  no  “leverage.” 

A  few  weeks  ago,  the  Bay  Guardian  asked 
the  City  Attorney’s  Office  whether  anyone  had 
looked  into  renegotiating  the  1939  contract  that 
gives  PG&E  one  of  the  lowest  franchise  fees  in 
the  nation.  The  answer  We  can’t  change  the 


contract  —  PG&E  would  want  something  in 
return. 

That’s  crazy.  San  Francisco  has  the  political 
and  economic  equivalent  of  a  loaded  howitzer 
pointed  at  PG&E’s  corporate  throaL 

TWO  MAGIC  WORDS 

San  Francisco  has  a  unique  federal  grant  to 
operate  a  hydroelectric  plant  in  a  national  park. 
It  was  supposed  to  be  a  huge  financial  boon  to 
local  residents  and  businesses;  a  cash  cow  for 
the  city  treasury.  Instead,  the  city  treasury  has 
become  a  cash  cow  for  PG&E. 

Cities  such  as  Chicago  and  New  Orleans, 
which  don’t  have  power-generating  facilities  of 
their  own,  still  managed  to  force  big  conces¬ 
sions  out  of  their  local  private  utilities  recently, 
by  whispering  two  magic  words:  public  power. 
Those  cities  simply  invested  a  few  hundred 
thousand  dollars  in  a  feasibility  study  of  a 
municipal  buyout  of  the  local  utility  system. 
The  private  power  companies  were  ready  to  do 
almost  anything  to  avoid  losing  their  franchis¬ 
es. 

So  when  the  mayor  and  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  discuss  budget  cuts  and  revenue  mea¬ 
sures,  PG&E  should  be  at  the  top  of  both  lists. 
The  city’s  long-term  contracts  with  the  utility 
on  franchise  fees,  electric  rates,  and  property 
rents  shouldn’t  even  be  an  issue. 

The  supervisors  just  need  to  get  a  feasibility 
study  under  way  —  in  fact,  Harvey  Rose  could 
do  it  even  without  a  mayoral  signature.  Then 
Carole  Migden  and  her  colleagues  on  the 
Finance  Committee  can  tell  PG&E  that  San 
Francisco  wants  to  renegotiate  everything, 
starting  now. 

Once  the  city  moved  toward  setting  up  its 
own  utility,  “leverage”  wouldn’t  be  a  problem. 
For  once,  San  Francisco  would  be  calling  the 
shots.

Are  women  different?

Tk  ”T"OW  that  the  momentum  and  eupho- 
I  ria  of  the  political  Year  of  the 
I  Woman  are  over,  our  triumphant 

v  women  candidates  have  become  the 
political  officeholders  we  scrutinize.  In  that  cold 
light,  the  horrible  specter  of  Margaret  Thatcher 
has  spooked  feminists  back  into  our  chronic 
ambivalence  about  die  age-old  question'  Are 
women  different? 

Both  male  and  female  voters  swept  an 
unprecedented  number  of  women  into  office  in 
the  hope  that  women  would  do  things  better  — 
would  be  more  serious  about  issues,  more 
focused  on  meeting  people’s  needs,  more  hon¬ 
est —  than  tile  men  who  have  been  running  gov¬ 
ernment.  But  recently  several  feminists  have 
warned  that  these  hopes  may  turn  into  a  trap. 

First,  they  argue,  women  should  demand 
representation  as  a  basic  human  right  We 
shouldn’t  have  to  win  a  place  at  the  table  by 
bringing  the  Feminine  Touch,  the  Civilizing 
Influence.  And  women  public  officials  should 
not  be  ghettoized  into  dealing  with  the  “soft 
stuff”  traditionally  seen  as  the  women’s  sphere. 
Second,  if  women  win  equal  rights  on  the  basis 
of  moral  superiority,  there  will  be  a  backlash 
when  it  becomes  clear  that  some  women  are 
selfish,  dishonest,  brutal  (OK,  Maggie,  you’ve 
made  your  point). 

These  warnings  are  valid  —  yet  they  should 
not  lead  us  to  throw  out  the  baby  with  the  bath¬ 
water  (forgive  me).  Women,  like  any  other  dis- 
empowered  group,  have  the  right  to  equal  par¬ 
ticipation  in  all  aspects  of  society.  Period.  In 
addition,  the  growing  power  of  women  is 
important  because  of  die  desperately  needed 
changes  it  has  the  potential  to  bring  to  public 
life. 

Power  for  women  will  make  things  better  not 
because  individual  women  are  inherently  better 
people  than  individual  men,  not  because  of 
some  mystical  essence  of  femininity.  Rather, 
power  for  women  is  important  because  of  the 
different  experiences  many  women  bring  to 
public  life. 

For  thousands  of  years,  in  most  societies, 
women  have  done  the  main  work  of  feeding, 
clothing,  educating,  socializing,  healing,  and 
supporting  people;  and  of  building  and  main¬ 
taining  the  families,  neighborhoods,  and  com¬ 
munities  that  provide  wider  networks  of  sup¬ 
port.  Because  women  have  been  unjusdy  locked 


out  of  positions  of  power  in  politics  and  eco¬ 
nomics,  the  knowledge  and  priorities  that  have 
grown  out  of  that  experience  have  also  been 
shut  out  of  power. 

Men  have  built  political  and  economic  insti¬ 
tutions  structured  to  give  far  too  little  weight  to 
die  needs  and  priorities  of  human  care  and 
development  And  all  of  us  —  men  and  women, 
adults  and  children  —  are  suffering  the  often 
brutal  consequences. 

In  the  United  States,  especially  in  the  past  20 
years,  the  demands  of  earning  a  living  have 
pulled  many  women  away  from  the  crucial 
work  they  have  traditionally  done.  Because  that 
work  has  been  undervalued  and  invisible  to 
dominant  (male)  social  institutions,  there  has 
been  far  too  litde  recognition  of  the  conse¬ 
quences.  Even  now,  decision-makers  are  not 
asking  die  crucial  question:  When  women  leave 
their  family  and  community  work  for  paid  jobs, 
how  will  that  work  get  done? 

There  is,  of  course,  some  too-little-and-too- 
late  recognition  that  young  children  need  some 
adult  around,  some  recognition  of  the  need  for 
“day  care.”  But  even  that  public  acknowledg¬ 
ment  often  fails  to  incorporate  an  understanding 
of  the  importance  of  the  quality  of  that  care  — 
so  that  former  Gov.  George  Deukmejian,  for 
example,  could  tell  women  on  welfare  to  have  a 
neighbor  “watch”  their  kids,  with  no  sense  of 
the  skill  and  care  it  takes  to  foster  the  healthy 
emotional,  intellectual,  and  social  development 
of  young  children 

In  other  areas  there  is  even  less  recognition 
of  another  role  women  have  traditionally  per¬ 
formed:  providing  adult  attention  and  construc¬ 
tive  activities  for  people  of  all  ages,  care  for 
people  sick  at  home,  support  for  the  elderly,  and 
social  work  to  build  community  ties  to  support 
schools  and  other  neighborhood  institutions. 

There  exists  a  subculture  of  people  who 
understand  and  urgently  feel  these  needs,  but 
that  subculture  has  been  almost  invisible  to  the 
dominant  culture  and  has  lacked  the  power  to 
prevail  in  public  policy.  Some  men  “get  it”  and 
have  fought  bard,  along  with  many  women,  for 
these  human  priorities  that  have  traditionally 
been  female  responsibilities. 

Now  the  growing  power  of  women  promises 
to  bring  in  many  more  people  with  the  experi¬ 
ence  and  vision  needed  to  bring  balance  to  our 
skewed  social  institutions,  to  reshape  society 
around  the  priority  of  meeting  people’s 
needs.  •

San  Francisco  is  paying  PG&E  millions  for  electricity  the  city  already  owns

fORGBT  THE  FIRE  chiefs 

chauffeur.  Forget  the  holiday 
overtime  in  the  Public 
Works  Department.  Forget 
the  Muni  drivers’  extended  families 
who  ride  the  buses  free. 

The  overpaid  bureaucrats  and 
welfare  cheats  aren’t  the  ones  who 
are  really  bleeding  the  city  dry  and 
getting  obscenely  rich  at  the  taxpay¬ 
er’s  expense. 

That  honor  belongs  to  none  other 
thanPG&E. 

Over  the  past  five  years,  a  Bay 
Guardian  investigation  has  found, 
while  San  Francisco  suffered 
through  one  budget  crisis  after 
another,  PG&E  has  billed  city 
departments  and  agencies  a  total  of 
$206  million.  That’s  $4 1  million  a 
year,  $3.4  million  a  month  —  in 
most  cases,  for  services  the  city 
could  almost  certainly  get  much 
cheaper.  But  city  officials  are  doing 
almost  nothing  to  reduce  the  tab. 

This  week  the  Board  of  Supervi¬ 
sors  Finance  Committee  will  consid¬ 
er  the  economic  impact  of  contracts 
between  the  city,  PG&E,  and  the 
Turlock  and  Modesto  irrigation  dis¬ 
tricts.  The  committee  might  want  to 
consider  the  following: 

•  San  Francisco,  which  has  its 
own  major  hydroelectric  project, 
often  buys  electricity  from  PG&E  at 
commercial  rates  —  to  keep  the 
lights  on  in  the  Sheriff's  Office,  for 
example,  and  to  keep  the  computers 
in  the  Department  of  Parking  and 
Traffic  humming,  and  to  power  the 
copying  machines  at  the  public 
library.  Even  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Department  of  Water  and  Power 
sometimes  buys  its  electricity  direct¬ 
ly  from  PG&E. 

•  San  Francisco  pays  PG&E 
$23,000  a  month  to  rent  a  storage 
yard  on  Army  Street,  while  surplus 
city-owned  lots  sit  vacant  The  rent 
on  the  170,000  square-foot  (3.9 
acres)  property  jumped  almost  800 
percent  —  from  $3,300  a  month  — 
when  the  lease  was  renewed  in  July 
1991. 

The  city  also  sublets  5,000  square 
feet  of  office  space  from  PG&E  at 
1170  Market  for  $5,78 1  a  month  and 
pays  $2,023  a  month  for  the  partial 
use  of  two  PG&E  substations. 

•PG&E  charges  San  Francisco 
almost  $10  million  a  year  just  to 
carry  the  city’s  power  a  few  miles 
along  PG&E  lines.  The  city  also 
pays  $373,750  a  month  for  a  form  of 
backup-power  insurance  that  critics 
say  might  be  available  far  cheaper 


elsewhere  —  but  the  contract  never 
went  out  to  bid. 

•Although  independent  energy 
auditors  working  for  local  business¬ 
es  find  millions  of  dollars  in  PG&E 
billing  errors  and  overcharges  every 
year,  San  Francisco  has  never  done  a 
comprehensive  energy  audit. 

•  San  Francisco  charges  PG&E 
one  of  the  lowest  franchise  fees  in 
the  nation,  one-half  of  1  percent  of 
its  gross  revenues.  That’s  well 
below  the  national  average  of  4.41 
percent 

•  Although  cities  like  Chicago 
and  New  Orleans  have  won 
major  concessions  from 
local  utilities  just  by 
threatening  a  munici¬ 
pal  buy-out,  San 
Francisco  officials 
have  never  seriously 
considered  that 
option.  In  fact,  a 
recent  memo  from 
the  City  Attorney’s 
Office  concludes 
that  the  city  doesn’t 
have  much  leverage 
over  PG&E  at  all. 

So  as  another 
huge  budget  deficit 
looms,  and  the  gov¬ 
ernor  threatens  to 
cut  local  govern¬ 
ment  funding  even  - 

further,  PG&E 

continues  to  collect  roughly  $40 
million  a  year  from  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  treasury. 

This  is  the  real  “fat  city”  scan¬ 
dal. 

PAYMENT  DUE 

There’s  nothing  new  about  the 
city’s  failure  to  enforce  the  Raker 
Act,  the  1912  act  of  Congress  that 
gave  San  Francisco  the  only  permit 
ever  issued  to  build  a  dam  and  reser¬ 
voir  inside  a  national  park.  The  act 
was  a  historic  compromise  between 
environmentalists  and  public-power 
advocates,  and  it  contained  a  critical 
clause:  The  dam  had  to  supply  not 
only  water  but  also  electric  power 
directly  to  San  Francisco  residents, 
to  undercut  the  power  of  private 
electric  utilities  like  PG&E.  But 
PG&E’s  influence  at  City  Hall  has 
blocked  implementation  of  the  act 
and  kept  the  city  from  realizing  the 
huge  potential  revenue  windfalls 
other  cities  get  from  public  power 
(see  “Public-Power  Advantage,” 
8/19/92).  By  our  latest  conservative 
estimates,  the  revenue  lost  to  the  city 
and  its  residents  exceeds  $100  mil¬ 
lion  a  year.  Less-conservative  esti¬ 
mates  put  the  total  as  high  as  $250 
million  a  year. 


But  there’s  another  side  to  the 
scandal,  one  that  has  never  been 
fully  revealed:  Under  a  series  of 
arrangements  PG&E  has  quietly  put 
in  place,  San  Francisco  not  only 
loses  the  revenue  from  its  public- 
power  project  —  the  taxpayers  also 
pay  a  fortune  each  year  for  the  privi¬ 
lege. 

Sometimes,  the  city  breaks  its 
own  rules  in  the  process. 

Every  time  city  officials  have 
tried  to  explain 
away  the 
Raker  Act

problem,  they’ve  stuck  to  one  basic 
claim:  San  Francisco  does,  indeed, 
get  some  of  the  benefits  of  its  own 
public  power.  Every  city  agency 
supposedly  uses  the  dirt-cheap  elec¬ 
tricity,  saving  millions  in  potential 
operating  costs. 

But  in  fact,  records  in  the  City 
Controller’s  Office  show,  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  sometimes  sells  off  its  own 
cheap  power  at  low  commercial 
rates  to  major  industrial  customers 
at  the  same  time  that  city  agencies 
are  paying  PG&E’s  high  prices  for 
power  that  Hetch  Hetchy  could  be 
providing  virtually  free. 

The  practice  appears  to  violate 
not  only  the  intent  of  the  Raker  Act, 
which  authorized  construction  of  the 
dam,  but  also  the  city’s  current  writ¬ 
ten  policy  on  the  use  of  Hetch 
Hetchy  power. 


For  fiscal  1991-92  the  tab  for  gas 
and  electricity  the  city  buys  for  use 
(excluding  tire  airport)  was  $1.5  mil¬ 
lion. 

A  memo  last  fall  from  Deputy 
City  Attorney  Tom  Berliner  to  then- 
supervisor  Jim  Gonzalez  outlining 
the  city’s  long-term  power  contracts 
with  PG&E  and  the  Modesto  and 
Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  states 
clearly  that  the  “city’s  municipal 
load”  is  the  No.  1  priority  for  Hetch 
Hetchy  power. 

The  two  irrigation  districts  have 
the  next  claim,  followed  by  the  ten¬ 
ants  of  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  Pri¬ 
vate  customers  like  Nor¬ 
ris  Industries  have  the 
lowest  priority;  they  can 
buy  “surplus”  city 
power  only  after  the 
other  needs  have  been 
met 

In  the  meantime, 

San  Francisco  is  pay¬ 
ing  huge  sums  to 
PG&E  for  “supple¬ 
mental  power,” 
“firming  service,” 
and  “wheeling.”  In 
essence,  the  con¬ 
tracts  require  the 
city  to  guarantee 
Turlock  and 
Modesto  a  steady, 
reliable  supply  of 
power  at  all 
times.  When  the 
water  in  the 
reservoir  is  low 
and  the  tur¬ 
bines  aren’t 
generating 
enough  to  meet 
the  contract,  the 
city  has  to  buy 
“supplemental” 

power  from  PG&E  and  resell  it  to 
the  districts  —  at  a  substantial  loss. 

Meanwhile,  the  city  also  has  to 
pay  PG&E  to  “wheel,”  or  transmit, 
the  power  to  Turlock  and  Modesto 
—  a  cost  the  districts  picked  up  until 
1987.  And  just  to  be  sure  there’s 
enough  backup  available,  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  has  to  pay  PG&E  a  $373,750 
monthly  “firming  fee”  —  even  if  the 
city  winds  up  buying  no  supplemen¬ 
tal  power  at  all. 

The  city  recovers  some  of  those 
costs  from  the  premium  rates  it 
charges  the  districts  and  other  cus¬ 
tomers  for  “firm”  power.  Hetch 
Hetchy  officials  still  insist  that,  on 
balance,  the  city  comes  out  ahead  on 
the  deal.  But  over  the  past  five  years, 
the  power-sale  operation  has  appar¬ 
ently  been  running  deeply  in  the  red. 

The  city’s  Hetch  Hetchy  power 


project  paid  PG&E  a  total  of  $166 
million  for  transmission,  firming, 
and  power  purchases  over  the  past 
five  years  —  about  $33  million  a 
year.  But  Hetch  Hetchy ’s  total  annu¬ 
al  revenue  from  power  sales  has 
been  running  around  $22  million.  So 
we’ve  been  losing  an  average  of  $1 1 
million  every  year. 

Some  public-power  experts  say 
the  city  could  save  a  bundle  by  look¬ 
ing  elsewhere  for  firming  and  trans¬ 
mission  services.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  budget  analyst  agrees: 
When  the  contracts  went  before  the 
board.  Budget  Analyst  Harvey  Rose 
urged  they  be  rejected,  in  large  part 
because  those  services  never  went 
out  for  competitive  bids. 

PAY  RENT  OR  QUIT 

Meanwhile,  the  city  officials  who 
have  allowed  PG&E  to  use  San 
Francisco  as  a  major  cash  cow  can’t 
even  seem  to  negotiate  a  decent  deal 
on  a  simple  property  lease. 

For  a  number  of  years,  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  has 
leased  a  vacant  lot  at  2323  Army 
from  PG&E  and  used  it  as  a  storage 
yard  for  trucks  and  heavy  equip¬ 
ment  The  initial  rate:  $3,300  a 
month.  But  in  1991,  PG&E  sudden¬ 
ly  demanded  a  $19,700  per  month 
increase,  saying  the  city’s  rent  was 
“below  market  rate." 

The  city’s  Real  Estate  Depart¬ 
ment  initially  balked,  but  then 
quickly  buckled  under  to  PG&E’s 
negotiators.  “We  tried  to  get  PG&E 
to  soften  the  impact,"  explained  one 
department  staffer,  who  asked  not  to 
be  identified  by  name.  “But  they 
were  adamant.” 

The  annual  tab  for  that  lease: 
$276,000. 

From  the  “wheeling  fees”  and 
gas  bills  to  the  Army  Street  lease  to 
this  week’s  negotiations  of  the 
power  contracts,  the  situation  is 
astonishing:  San  Francisco,  which 
has  the  equivalent  of  a  loaded  how¬ 
itzer  at  PG&E’s  corporate  throat, 
can’t  seem  to  get  a  single  concession 
on  a  single  deal. 

Our  local  officials  might  want  to 
look  at  the  way  New  Orleans  and 
Chicago  have  been  playing  the 
game. 

POWER  AND  POLITICS 

In  1985,  Mayor  Harold  Washington 
decided  that  Chicago  was  paying  far 
too  much  for  the  electricity  it  bought 
from  Commonwealth  Edison.  High 
rates  were  driving  businesses  out  of 
town;  low-income  consumers  were 
getting  stuck  with  huge  rate  increas¬ 
es  to  finance  ComEd’s  expensive

nuclear  plants.  So  Washington  com¬ 
missioned  a  $142,000  feasibility 
study  on  establishing  a  municipal 
utility.  The  study  showed  that  even 
after  buying  out  all  ComEd  local 
facilities,  and  losing  the  company’s 
local  tax  revenue,  and  fighting  a 
long  legal  battle,  Chicago  would 
come  out  as  much  as  $14  billion 
ahead  over  the  next  30  years  by 
switching  to  public  power. 

ComEd  officials  dismissed  the 
study  as  rubbish  and  vowed  to  fight 
any  buy-out.  But  at  the  same  time, 
they  quickly  informed  Washington 
that  they  were  prepared  to  put 
almost  every  aspect  of  the  compa¬ 
ny’s  long-term  franchise  agreement 
on  the  bargaining  table.  After  Wash¬ 
ington  died,  the  new  mayor,  Richard 
Daley,  came  out  against  public 
power  —  and  ComEd  immediately 
announced  it  wanted  to  cut  its  fran¬ 
chise  fee  from  4  percent  to  0.5  per¬ 
cent,  a  move  that  would  cost  the  city 
$60  million  a  year.  So  Daley  said 
he’d  changed  his  mind  and  was 
going  to  pursue  Washington’s  buy¬ 
out  plan.  ComEd  backed  down 
immediately  and  signed  a  new  29- 
year  franchise  deal  at  the  4  percent 
rate. 

A  similar  thing  happened  in  New 
Orleans  several  years  later  The  city 
commissioned  a  public-power  feasi¬ 
bility  study,  put  die  fear  of  mammon 
into  the  loral  utility,  and  easily  won 
substantial,  long-term  savings  to 
ratepayers  of  roughly  $3.8  billion. 

But  when  Supervisor  Gonzalez, 
then  the  chair  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee,  asked  the  City  Attorney’s 
Office  to  evaluate  what  “leverage” 
the  city  could  use  to  modify  its  long¬ 
term  contracts  with  PG&E,  the 
notion  of  a  feasibility  study  never 
even  came  up.  “The  city  experi¬ 
enced  the  downside  of  ‘leverage’ 
during  the  contract  negotiations,” 
wrote  Deputy  City  Attorney  Berlin¬ 
er  in  an  Oct  30, 1992,  memo. 
“PG&E  had  leverage  since  it  was 
(and  is)  the  sole  provider  of  trans¬ 
mission  and  capacity  reserves  in  this 
area.” 

The  same,  apparently,  goes  for 
San  Francisco’s  franchise  fees, 
which  are  among  the  lowest  in  the 
nation  (see  sidebar).  Berliner  told 
the  Bay  Guardian  that  the  rates  were 
set  by  contract  back  in  1939,  and  the 
city  would  have  a  hard  time  raising 
them.  “Since  it’s  a  contract,  PG&E 
would  have  to  agree  to  a  change,”  he 
explained.  “And  of  course,  they’d 
want  something  in  return.” 

A  source  involved  in  the  Chicago 
negotiations  told  the  Bay  Guardian 
that  Chicago’s  strategy  was  simple: 
If  ComEd  didn’t  want  to  pay  higher 
franchise  fees  and  charge  lower 
rates,  then  the  city  would  take  over 
the  franchise  and  provide  its  own 
electric  service.  “The  threat  of 
municipalization  is  the  only  bar¬ 
gaining  tool  that  works  with  these 
guys,”  the  source  explained. 

But  year  after  year,  on  contract 
after  contract,  no  San  Francisco 
negotiator  has  even  uttered  the 
words  public  power.  So  year  after 
year,  PG&E  has  walked  away  with 
all  the  marbles. 

And  year  after  year,  San  Francis¬ 
co  has  been  paying  the  price.  • 


The  franchise- 
fee  fiasco 

The  concept  has  been  a  part 
of  dty  government  for 
almost  as  long  as  there  have 
been  cities  to  govern:  If  you  want 
the  exclusive  right  to  run  a  private 
business  on  public  property,  you 
have  to  kick  back  a  share  of  the 
take. 

These  days,  it's  called  a  fran¬ 
chise  fee,  and  it's  levied  on  pri¬ 
vate  utilities  that  bury  cables  or 
pipes  under  city  streets,  or  hang 
wires  from  poles  above  side¬ 
walks.  In  San  Francisco,  the  main 
players  are  Pacific  Bell,  Viacom, 
and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Co. 

Viacom  pays  San  Francisco  5 
percent  of  its  gross  revenue  every 
year.  That's  fairly  standard; 
according  to  a  comprehensive 
survey  conducted  in  the  late  ’80s 
by  the  city  of  Chicago,  the  aver¬ 
age  franchise  fee  for  utilities 
operating  in  major  cities  is  4.41 
percent,  and  most  cities  charge 
somewhere  between  2  and  6 
percent 

PG&E  pays  San  Francisco  just 
one-half  of  1  percent. 

The  PG&E  franchise  fee  was 
set  by  contract  back  in  1 939  and 
has  never  been  raised.  It's  among 
the  lowest  utility  franchise  fees  in 
any  major  American  city,  and  it's 
costing  San  Frandsco  millions  of 
dollars  a  year. 

Based  on  state  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (PUC)  reports  of 
PG&E's  annual  local  electricity 
sales,  San  Frandsco  could  bring  in 
an  extra  $15  million  annually  if  it 
raised  the  rate  to  a  modest  3  per¬ 
cent.  still  lower  than  the  national 
average.  At  5  percent,  we'd  bring 
in  dose  to  $30  millbn  (see 
“PG&E  Franchise  Fee:  $15  Million 
Opportunity  for  San  Frandsco," 
12/16/92). 

But  despite  the  remarkably 
low  fees  that  PG&E  pays  for  the 
use  of  San  Francisco's  streets. 
Mayor  Frank  Jordan  may  try  to 
give  away  even  more:  City  Hall 
sources  say  the  mayor  is  once 
again  moving  to  let  utilities  bill 
the  dty  for  half  the  cost  of  relo¬ 
cating  their  cables  and  pipes 
when  public  agendes  are  doing 
construction  work. 

Jordan  proposed  the  idea  last 
year.  The  PUC,  which  is  dominat¬ 
ed  by  Agnos  appointees,  refused 
even  to  consider  it  But  the  bal¬ 
ance  of  power  is  about  to  shift: 
Only  three  of  the  five  commis¬ 
sioners  are  holdovers  from  the 
previous  administration,  and  one 
of  them,  Gordon  Chinn,  is  near¬ 
ing  the  end  of  his  four-year  term. 
When  the  term  expires,  Jordan 
will  be  free  to  replace  him  with  a 
commissioner  more  sympathetic 
to  the  mayor's  pro-business  slant. 

The  juicy  corporate  handout 
could  have  an  immediate  cost  if 
Jordan  has  his  way:  The  price  tag 
of  PG&E's  assistance  in  relocating 
its  utility  lines  during  construction 
of  Muni's  J-Church  extension 
could  top  $1  million.  And  with 
the  PUC  planning  between  $800 
million  and  $1  billion  in  future 
projects,  Jordan's  deal  could  suck 
many  millions  more  out  of  the 
cash-starved  public  till. 

M.E. 
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Brakes  on  the  cure 

Delays  in  testing  a  promising  AIDS  drug  show  how  the  U.S.  system 
of  drug-testing  holds  up  desperately  needed  treatments 


as  Project  Inform’s  Institutional

Entering  the  flat  on 
Church  Street,  one  is 
reminded  that  as  the 
AIDS  epidemic  contin¬ 
ues  to  claim  lives,  the 
struggle  to  end  the  dead¬ 
ly  syndrome  continues 
to  claim  living  areas. 

A  spacious  apartment  with  sever¬ 
al  rooms,  the  place  John  S.  James 
has  called  home  for  nearly  six  years 
resembles  a  metropolitan  daily’s 
newsroom  or  the  editorial  offices  of 
the  Bay  Guardian,  only  neater. 
James’  own  bedroom  has  a  folded 
futon  set  to  the  side,  while  a  card 
table  supporting  a  slide  projector 
dominates  the  center  of  the  room. 
“It’s  the  darkest  room  in  the  apart¬ 
ment,”  James  explains  matter-of- 
factly. 

There's  also  a  caginess  here. 
James,  who  is  editor  and  publisher 
of  AIDS  Treatment  News,  maintains 
confidential  files  that  contain  the 
names  of  many  people  living  with 
HIV,  and  consequently  he  keeps 
some  rooms  padlocked  and  asks  that 
his  address  remain  anonymous. 

In  what  might  serve  as  a  break¬ 
fast  nook,  James  has  his  desk,  on 
which  sits  the  8-inch-high  stack  of 
files  I’ve  come  for.  They  could  be 
files  on  any  one  of  several  drugs  that 
take,  on  average,  12  years  and  $250 
million  to  reach  the  American  pub¬ 
lic,  or  they  could  contain  clips  and 
correspondence  on  underdeveloped 
AIDS  treatments  from  one  of  the 
93,484  AIDS  organizations  operat¬ 
ing  in  the  United  States.  But  these 
files  happen  to  be  on  hypericin,  a 
chemical  extract  from  Saint- John’s- 
wort  —  a  noxious  weed  so  abundant 
in  California  that  it  is  illegal  to  grow 
it  commercially  —  that  might  prove 
to  be  an  effective  treatment  for  HIV 
if  test-tube  results  can  be  reproduced 
in  the  body.  That’s  a  big  “if,”  but 
one  whose  answer,  activists  claim, 
has  been  unconscionably  delayed. 

The  stakes  are  high:  Preliminary 
evidence  suggests  the  drug  could 
boost  the  immune  systems  of  people 
infected  with  HIV.  The  years  of 
delay  in  testing  mean  years  of  deny¬ 
ing  HIV-positive  people  access  to  a 
treatment  that  might  keep  them 
healthy  longer. 

And  the  story  of  that  delay, 
activists  say,  is  a  case  study  in  the 
basic  problems  that  hamper  the 
development  of  AIDS  treatment:  a 
system  that  relies  on  private  corpo¬ 
rations  to  research  treatments;  a  bias 


against  small,  community-based 
research  efforts;  and  rigid  FDA  rules 
based  on  a  narrow-minded  view  of 
proper  scientific  procedure. 

EFFECTIVE  ANTIVIRAL’ 

“At  least  three  years  has  been  wast¬ 
ed  in  studying  this  drug,  and  the  sit¬ 
uation  has  hardly  improved  to  this 
day,”  attests  James.  “This  isn’t 
20/20  hindsight  Over  four  years  ago 
we  had  reliable,  published,  credible 
information  which  left  no  doubt  that 
the  drug  should  be  tested  immedi¬ 
ately.  Yet  today  we  know  little  more 
than  we  did  then  about  whether  or 
not  hypericin  will  be  a  successful 
treatment  for  AIDS.” 

Around  1989,  acting  on  the  infor¬ 
mation  available  at  the  time,  the 
Community  Research  Alliance 
(CRA)  undertook  its  own  communi¬ 
ty-based  trial  here  in  San  Francisco. 
By  then,  hypericin  had  obtained  a 
patent  in  Europe  (where  it  is  sold 
over  the  counter)  and  scientists  had 
published  papers  suggesting  that  it 
could  be  effective  against  AIDS. 

A  July  1988  paper  in  the  Pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  National  Academy  of 
Sciences,  USA  concluded  that 
“hypericin  and  pseudohypericin  dis¬ 
play  an  extremely  effective  anti¬ 
viral  activity ...  and,  combined  with 


other  drugs,  such  as  N3dThd  [AZT], 
might  lead  to  improved  therapy  for 
viral-mediated  disease  such  as 
AIDS.”  And  reports  from  the  1989 
International  Conference  on  AIDS 
recommended  further  study  of 
hypericin  because  it  “decreases  cul¬ 
tural  HIV  present  in  the  blood  of 
infected  individuals  when  the  blood 
is  in  vitro ”  and  “short  exposures  of 
cells  or  HIV  to  hypericin  at  non¬ 
toxic  levels  inhibit  the  formation  of 
infectious  HIV." 

With  a  $50,000  bequest  and  a 
$30,000  grant  from  the  American 
Foundation  for  ADDS  Research 
(AmFAR),  the  small,  legal  trial  of 
hypericin  was  overseen  by  Dr. 
William  Cooper.  The  trial  involved 
30  people  taking  hypericin  bought 
at  health-food  stores  and  AIDS  buy¬ 
ers  clubs  and  then  monitoring  their 
blood  through  regular  samples.  Par¬ 
ticipants  had  to  buy  their  own 
hypericin,  however,  because  it 
would  have  been  illegal  to  give 
them  the  drug  without  the  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  Food  and  Drug  Adminis¬ 
tration  (FDA). 

The  study  found  that  those  with 
high  T-cell  counts  (the  body’s  own 
immune-system  defenders) 
increased  their  counts  by  12  percent 
the  first  month  and  sustained  this 


positive  trend  over  the  following 
three  months.  Those  with  lower 
counts,  however,  did  not  appear  to 
have  been  helped.  “We  may  have 
been  too  cautious  in  interpreting  this 
study,”  says  James,  who  was  one  of 
the  trial’s  principal  coordinators.  “It 
was  generally  seen  as  a  bad  result” 

In  fact,  the  results  showed  some 
promise,  given  that  the  concentra¬ 
tions  of  hypericin  in  the  compounds 
sold  at  health-food  stores  were 
below  the  dosages  believed  to  be 
effective. 

Terry  Beswick,  who  co-wrote  the 
CRA’s  grant  proposals,  explains: 
“Our  study  was  really  somewhat 
flawed,  but  we  did  design  it  and 
complete  it,  more  than  many  groups 
do.  When  we  went  back  to  AmFAR 
we  were  looking  to  move  forward, 
needed  some  reinforcement.  We 
hadn’t  really  been  able  to  reach  any 
conclusion  except  to  suggest  that 
more  be  done.” 

Says  James,  “I  believe  we 
became  unfundable  partly  because 
we  got  something  done,  and  there¬ 
fore  were  a  threat  to  a  remarkably 
unproductive  research  establish¬ 
ment”  With  hardly  any  income  after 
the  trial,  the  CRA  had  little  choice 
but  to  merge  with  Project  Inform, 
where  the  heart  of  the  CRA  now  acts 


Review  Board. 

FDA  DEMANDS  PURITY 

Shortly  thereafter,  mainstream 
research  and  development  efforts 
began  at  VTMRx,  a  Stamford, 

Conn.,  pharmaceutical  outfit  that 
gained  the  exclusive  worldwide 
rights  to  hypericin  (it  also  shares  the 
patent  for  hypericin  with  the  New 
York  University  Medical  Center  and 
Wiezmann  Institute  in  Israel).  But 
the  FDA  soon  informed  researchers 
they  would  have  to  test  hypericin 
with  a  100  percent  pure  concentra¬ 
tion  and  with  an  intravenous  dose. 

These  rules  meant  VIMRx  had  to 
develop  a  synthetic  hypericin,  since 
the  natural  extract  at  best  was  98  or 
99  percent  pure.  Furthermore,  the 
research  was  aiming  to  produce  an 
oral  formulation.  But  the  tests  were 
delayed  by  the  requirement  that  they 
develop  an  IV  formula,  even  though 
it  might  well  never  be  used  by  con¬ 
sumers.  (One  dark  irony: 
Researchers  at  the  University  of 
Iowa  are  currently  trying  to  develop 
an  oral  formulation  of  the  new  syn¬ 
thetic  hypericin.) 

The  upshot:  Synthetic  hypericin 
is  now  in  Phase  I  safety  and  dosage

Private  insurance  and

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trials  that  could  have  been  done  with 
the  naturally  occurring  organic 
molecule  three  years  ago.  Mean¬ 
while,  VIMRx  is  sending  out  press 
releases  that  read  as  though  it’s 
struggling  to  keep  its  stock  price  up 
and  survive  these  delays. 

Steven  Fowkes,  president  of  Direct 
Action  for  Treatment  Access  (DATA), 
contends  that  these  FDA  procedural 
rules  show  how  the  agency  frustrates 
the  development  of  effective  treat¬ 
ment  First,  he  says,  synthetic  hyper¬ 
icin  is  likely  to  be  inferior  to  the  nat¬ 
ural  version.  “When  it’s  crystallized 
[as  it  is  in  the  synthetic  form],  it  loses 
some  of  its  amazing  solubility  prop¬ 
erties,”  says  Fowkes.  He  thinks  hyper¬ 
icin  might  perform  best  if  left,  not 
slightly,  but  grossly  impure  —  say,  in 
a  compound  where  it  makes  up  50  per¬ 
cent  of  the  molecules. 

The  problem,  Fowkes  and  James 
explain,  is  that  as  an  herbal  extract, 
hypericin  falls  into  a  gray  area  of 
medical  science  in  the  United 
States.  The  FDA  has  two  divisions, 
one  for  food  and  the  other  for  drugs, 
and  each  has  its  own  rules  and 
bureaucracy.  Because  the  FDA  has 
decided  to  evaluate  hypericin  as  a 
drug,  the  tests  have  to  follow  the 
rules  that  require  a  100  percent  pure 
formulation  and  the  TV  tests  that 
give  “cleaner”  data.  At  press  time, 
the  Bay  Guardian  was  unable  to 
leam  from  the  FDA  who  set  these 
protocols,  or,  for  that  matter,  to 
speak  with  anyone  at  that  agency 
familiar  with  hypericin. 

“There  is  no  incentive  to  cure 
diseases  in  our  country,  only  to 
investigate  them,”  Fowkes  says. 
“You  create  a  bureaucracy  to  treat  a 
disease,  but  the  agenda  of  the 
bureaucracy  is  not  to  cure  the  dis¬ 
ease,  because  that  would  put  the 
bureaucracy  out  of  business. 


“We  need  to  get  government  out 
of  medicine,  because  it  is  govern¬ 
ment  that  insists  that  medicine  must 
run  like  a  science,  while  doctors 
want  to  practice  medicine  —  be 
responsive  not  to  codes,  but  to  their 
patients." 

On  the  phone  from  his  New  York 
University  lab,  Daniel  Meroelo, 
who  oversees  the  safety  and  dosage 
trials  with  VIMRx’s  hypericin,  stays 
clear  of  the  politics.  Optimistic,  he 
nonetheless  concedes:  “[There  are] 
no  vast  amounts  of  resources.  We 
do  the  best  with  what  we  have  and 
hope  we  can  translate  these  results 
into  a  human  benefit  I  certainly 
hope  when  I  retire  to  not  just  have 
helped  mice,  but  people.  It’s  just  not 
every  day  of  the  week  that  a  Bristol- 
Myers  takes  on  a  project"  For  his 
part,  VIMRx  president  Richard 
Podell  says  he’s  confident  his  com¬ 
pany  will  be  able  to  bring  hypericin 
to  the  market 

James,  careful  not  discourage  any 
of  these  efforts,  is  still  out  of 
patience:  “Sentimentality  is  OK. 
Careerism  is  OK.  Lack  of  productivi¬ 
ty  is  OK.  But  a  lack  of  serious  com¬ 
mitment  is  problematic.  Caring  about 
AIDS  and  other  social  problems  has 
not  been  how  you  get  ahead.”  Recall¬ 
ing  the  old  saying  that  a  fish  rots 
from  the  head,  James  says  the  lack  of 
a  commitment  from  the  Reagap/ 
Bush  White  Houses  has  “guaranteed 
a  no-win  war  against  AIDS.” 

“A  blow-by-blow  description  of 
all  that  went  wrong  (and  what  went 
right)  for  any  AIDS  drug  would  fill 
a  long  and  boring  book  —  a  differ¬ 
ent  book  for  every  drug,”  he  adds. 
“There  are  always  problems  in  drug 
development  The  real  issue  is  not 
the  problems,  but  the  lack  of  coher¬ 
ent  effort  to  fix  them.”  •

Could  a 
common  weed 
defeat  HIV? 

If  the  test-tube  results  of  hypericin 
could  be  translated  into  living, 
breathing  human  beings,  it  could 
prove  a  potential  “cure"  for  HIV 
infection  and  the  foundation  of  a 
cure  for  AIDS. 

A  proven  antidepressant  and  anti¬ 
retroviral  agent,  hypericin  meets  the 
criteria  set  by  Dr.  Bernard  Bihari,  the 
former  head  of  Community  Research 
Initiative  of  New  York,  for  an  antiviral 
drug  capable  of  curing  HIV  disease. 
As  reported  in  Forefront  a  Palo  Alto 
journal  of  health  investigations, 

Bihari  believes  a  cure  for  HIV  must 
"possess  the  ability  to  completely 
stop  the  cell-to-cell  spread  of  HIV 
from  infected  to  uninfected  cells,  not 
be  highly  susceptible  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  resistance  by  HIV.  And  lastly, 
it  must  exhibit  low-order  toxic  effects 
—  including  no  carcinogenicity  [it 
must  not  cause  cancer], " 

Hypericin  meets  these  criteria  in 
the  laboratory,  having  effectively 
inhibited  the  spread  of  HIV  in  blood 
in  vitro  (in  test  tubes)  and  saved  mice 
from  life-threatening  viruses.  Its 


unique  mechanism  at  the  cellular 
level  includes  interaction  with  the  cell 
membrane  of  uninfected  cells — per¬ 
haps  the  start  of  a  protective  effect. 
Photo-toxic,  it  increases  sensitivity  to 
sunlight,  which  can  be  addressed 
through  either  avoidance  of  the  sun 
or  the  wearing  of  sunscreen. 

To  eradicate  HIV,  Forefront  points 
out,  the  healing  agent  would  also 
have  to  enter  the  central  nervous  sys¬ 
tem.  Daniel  Meruelo,  who  runs  the 
lab  now  conducting  dinkal  trials  of 
synthetic  hyperidn,  attests  that  hyper¬ 
idn  compounds  have  been  proven  to 
cross  the  blood/brain  barrier. 

A  “cure"  would  also  need  to  be 
produced  in  highly  concentrated  and 
yet  highly  soluble  forms,  which  the 
organic  hypericin  molecule  lends 
itself  to  naturally.  On  fact,  one  Bay 
Area  manufacturer.  Pacific  Biologic, 
recently  produced  a  new  formulation 
109  times  more  concentrated  than 
previously  available  doses  of  hyper¬ 
idn.)  Finally,  an  AIDS  cure  will  most 
likely  have  to  work  with  other  treat¬ 
ments.  Hyperidn  has  already  proven 
to  be  complementary  to  agents  such 
as  ACT,  while  remaining  compara¬ 
tively  nontoxic 

All  this  encourages  Steven 
Fowkfes,  president  of  Direct  Action 
fgr  Treatment  Access  (DATA),  and 
chemist  1 J.  Gerhardt  to  consider 
hyperidn  the  "ideal,  hypothetical 
cure  for  HIV."

Colorful  Cuisine

Tucked  away  on  a  quiet 

avenue  off  Hollis  Street  in 
Emeryville,  you’ll  find 
Colors  Cafe  and  Rotisserie, 
a  casual  and  inexpensive  Italian 
cafe/restaurant  that  provides  the  sur¬ 
rounding  industrial  area  with  cafe- 
style  Italian  fare  in  a  comfortable 
setting.  The  area  is  fast  becoming  a 
place  to  find  some  good  eats:  The 
Townhouse,  Carrara’s  Cafe, 

Bucci’s,  and  several  other  interest¬ 
ing  little  eateries  are  doing  quite 
well  in  this  seemingly  out-of-the- 
way  neighborhood. 

Opened  late  last  summer  by  the 
former  owner  of  the  popular  Zza’s 
Trattoria  in  Oakland,  Colors  offers  a 
fine  selection  of  pasta  dishes,  pizza, 
calzone,  sandwiches,  starters,  and 
salads  in  addition  to  several  daily 
specials.  Reasonably  priced  wines 
(including  a  hefty  list  of  wines  by 
the  glass),  imported  beers,  and  cof¬ 
fee  drinks  round  out  the  tempting 
inventory  of  beverages. 

During  the  daylight  hours,  the  bi¬ 
level  dining  areas  of  Colors  Cafe  are 
brightly  lit,  cheery,  and  inviting. 
Booth  seating,  large  tables  covered 
with  white  paper,  and  glasses  full  of 
crayons  (for  coloring  on  the  paper) 
encourage  leisurely  dining,  after- 
meal  conversation,  and  impromptu 
spurts  of  creativity. 

We  ordered  a  Caesar  salad 
($5.95),  pizza  al  pepe  ($8.50),  and 
fettuccine  with  wild  mushrooms 
($8.25)  for  our  lunch  one  afternoon. 
Our  server  realized  she  had  made  a 
mistake  when  the  three  plates  of 
food  arrived  simultaneously.  Our 
pizza,  made  with  a  crispy,  thin  crust, 
was  covered  with  a  lively  cilantro 
pesto  and  topped  with  smoked

chicken,  roasted  red  peppers,  and 
mozzarella  and  Jack  cheeses.  The 
resulting  pizza  was  delicious, 
although  an  even  hand  could  have 
delivered  equal  amounts  of  topping 
to  each  slice  rather  than  the  uneven 
portions  we  received. 

The  Caesar  was  carelessly  pre¬ 
pared,  made  with  whole  outer  leaves 
of  tired  romaine  that  could  have 
been  dried  more  thoroughly,  allow¬ 
ing  the  dressing  to  adhere  rather  than 
run  off  in  a  puddle  on  the  plate.  The 
dressing  tasted  like  a  mayonnaise- 
based  concoction  rather  than  the 
emulsified  garlic-anchovy-laced 
version  traditionally  served  with  this 
salad.  This  plate  of  food  was  certain¬ 
ly  acceptable,  but  it  could  have  risen 
to  greater  heights  had  more  care  and 
attention  been  used  in  its  prepara¬ 
tion. 

The  fresh  fettuccine  was  flaw¬ 
lessly  cooked  and  tossed  with 
sauteed  oyster,  domestic,  and  shii¬ 
take  mushrooms,  fried  sage  leaves, 
and  butter  that  begged  for  that  char¬ 
acteristic  nutty  flavor  of  properly 
browned  butter. 

While  “fried  calamari”  ($5.95) 
may  not  sound  unusual,  the  rendi¬ 
tion  at  Colors  is  sublime.  The  squid 
retained  a  crunchy  quality  while 
dressed  with  a  piquant  marinara 
sauce  spiked  with  lemon  and 
enriched  with  butter.  We  were  dis¬ 
appointed  in  the  Mediterranean 
antipasti  plate  ($7.50),  as  it  could 
have  been  an  enticing  medley  of  fla¬ 
vors,  textures,  ingredients,  and  col¬ 
ors,  but  instead  was  a  combination 
of  mediocre,  uninspired  food. 
Prawns  past  their  prime,  undersalted 
marinated  caiamari,  soggy  eggplant 
doused  with  too  much  vinegar,  and 
underripe  pink  tomatoes  described 
on  the  menu  as  a  “tomato  salad,” 
could  all  use  some  work.  A  small 
tangle  of  pasta  laced  with  plenty  of 
raw  garlic,  olives,  and  chunks  of 
less-than-desirable  feta  cheese  com¬ 
pleted  the  plate. 

A  chicken  breast  filled  with  an 
apple  sausage  stuffing  and  cooked 
on  the  rotisserie  ($8.95)  was  juicy 


and  perfectly  cooked,  and  the  ultra¬ 
crisp  french  fries  and  sultry  sauce 
drizzled  over  the  chicken  were 
excellent. 

The  vegetarian  calzone  ($8.50) 
contained  some  decent  ingredients: 
red  onions,  tomatoes,  wild  mush¬ 
rooms,  mozzarella  and  ricotta 
cheeses,  and  eggplant  Again,  the 
preparation  and  treatment  of  these 
vegetables  made  what  could  have 
been  a  terrific  calzone,  forgettable. 
The  blending  of  flabby  oyster  mush¬ 
rooms,  nearly  raw  onions,  and 
mushy  eggplant,  devoid  of  season¬ 
ings,  resulted  here  in  a  watery  pile  of 
vegetables  barely  bound  with  small 
amounts  of  good-quality  cheese. 

Desserts  (most  cost  around  $3.50) 
and  breads  are  all  baked  on  the 
premises,  and  were  quite  good  on 
both  visits.  A  decadent  pumpkin 
cheesecake,  made  with  a  mit  crust  and 
phyllo  dough,  was  creamy  and  rich, 
yet  refreshing,  as  was  a  fine  pie  filled 
with  apples,  pears,  and  raisins.  The 
chocolate  torte,  served  on  a  pool  of 
raspberry  and  creme  anglaise  sauce, 
was  rich  and  dense.  All  of  the  desserts 
wouldhave  been  twice  as  good  had 
they  been  served  at  room  temperature 
rather  than  pulled  from  the  refrigera¬ 
tor  seconds  before  serving. 

I  still  like  Colors  Cafe  despite  the 
minor  problems  in  service  and  the 
occasional  flaw  in  the  food;  I  think 
it’s  because  they’re  operating  with 
good  spirit  and  intention.  While  Col¬ 
ors  is  by  no  means  trying  to  be  a 
“fine  dining”  establishment,  some 
training  in  the  front  of  the  house 
would  be  beneficial,  as  would  be 
some  concentration  and  care  in  the 
kitchen.  None  of  the  problems  was 
overwhelming  or  difficult  to  solve; 
with  some  extra  work,  I  think  the 
food  alone  could  draw  a  steady 
clientele  interested  in  rustic,  inex¬ 
pensive  Italian  cuisine.  9

VEN  BEFORE  I 

engaged  the 
recorder  I 
asked  play¬ 
wright-per¬ 
former 
Wayne  Cor¬ 
bitt  who  had 
influenced  his  writing.  Having  wit¬ 
nessed  the  power  of  his  poetry,  I  just 
knew  he  had  to  have  read  some  Bald¬ 
win,  some  Morrison  (two  of  my 
favorites),  some  Angelou,  and  that  he 
probably  spent  a  whole  lot  of  time, 
somewhere,  observing  an  eloquent 
Baptist  preacher. 

Corbitt  added  Zora  Neale  Hurston 
and  Beat  poet  Bob  Kaufman.  He  was 
also  particularly  moved  —  at  age  9  — 
by  Paul  Lawrence  Dunbar’s  poem 


“Sympathy,”  and  remembers  fighting 
back  tears  while  reading  it  in  his  ele¬ 
mentary  school  classroom. 

All  of  these  influences  are  apparent 
in  Corbitt’s  works,  in  the  brilliant  solo 
performance  piece  Black  Birds  Boogie 
in  the  Black  Moonlight,  which  chroni¬ 
cles  his  experiences  South  of  Market 
“with  the  great  shadow  of  AIDS  loom¬ 
ing  over  everything,”  and  again  in  The 
Gospel  According  to  Wayne,  which 
exploits  the  theater  of  the  black 
church.  Both  works  have  run  success¬ 
fully  at  the  Marsh  and  the  Asian 
American  Theater  Center,  and  were 
featured  in  the  Alice  B.  Toklas  Gay/ 
Lesbian  Theater  Festival  in  Seattle. 

Corbitt  has  also  spent  a  lot  of  time 
in  church.  The  surprising  thing  is  that 
said  church  was  ministered  by  a  “fero¬ 
cious  Pentecostal  evangelist”  who 
happened  to  be  his  mother,  and  that 
said  mother  provided  the  archetype 
for  a  pivotal  character  in  Crying  Holy, 
Corbitt’s  powerful  two-act  drama  that 
premieres  this  week  at  Theatre  Rhi¬ 
noceros. 

Crying  Holy  centers  on  the  home¬ 
coming  of  favorite  son  Waters  Hardy. 
Witty,  angry,  and  proudly  “queer,” 
Waters  has  never  been  willing  to  veil 
his  identity  for  the  comfort  of  his  fam¬ 
ily  and  refuses  to  hide  his  HIV-posi¬ 
tive  status.  For  devout  matriarch 
Mother  Bell,  however.  Waters’  news 
signals  a  call  to  arms,  and  it  triggers, 


in  Wayne  Corbitt’s  words,  a  “crisis  in 
faith.” 

Wayne  Corbitt:  [Mother  Bell’s] 
crisis  of  faith  is  in  God,  because  this  is 
her  favorite  son,  her  first-born.  And 
Waters’  crisis  of  faith  is  about  faith  in 
his  family  to  be  there  for  him  in  ways 
that  he  can’t  describe. 

Bay  Guardian:  Does  the  son ’s 
announcement  that  he ’s  gay  trigger 
the  crisis? 

WC:  They  already  know  he’s  gay. 
It’s  the  HIV  that  they  don’t  want  to 
talk  about  and  deal  with.  All  the  cards 
are  out  on  the  table.  It’s  just  nobody’s 
talking  about  it;  it’s  insidiously 
ignored. 

BG:  Where  do  you  think  that 
silence  comes from  ?  A  code  of  ethics  ? 

WC:  I  think  it’s  one  of  the  things 
that  Africans  lost  coming  to  this  coun¬ 
try.  Africans,  like  Native  Americans, 
and  this  isn’t  true  all  over  Africa,  but 
in  certain  traditions  like  Yoruba, 
[homosexuals,  like  other  people]  are  a 
part  of  nature,  so  you  treat  them  as  a 
part  of  nature.  There  is  a  place  for 
them  —  for  gay  people.  I  think  Chris¬ 
tianity  has  sort  of  put  a  lid  on  it.  Chris¬ 
tianity  has  said  you  can  exist  but 
we’re  not  going  to  acknowledge  that 
you  exist. 

We’re  OK  so  long  as  we  play  the 
piano,  direct  the  choir  on  Sunday 
morning,  and  keep  our  mouths  shut 

BG :  It’s  true. 


WC:  But,  I  mean.  I’d  like  to  see 
two  gay  men  in  Sunday  morning  ser¬ 
vice  together  holding  hands. 

BG:  Yeah! 

WC:  You  know,  you  do  that  in 
some  chinches  and  the  usher  will  tap 
you  on  the  shoulder  and  escort  you 
out. 

BG:  Well  Is  this  play  based  on 
personal  experience? 

WC:  Yeah,  based  on  it  The  more  I 
worked  on  it  the  further  away  I  got 
from  what  happened.  Certain  things, 
anyway;  die  end  of  the  play  is  where 
truth  is  stranger  than  fiction.  There  are 
five  characters:  Waters  Hardy,  the 
young  man;  his  mother,  Charlotte;  the 
actress  Belle;  his  sister,  Clarissa;  his 
foster  sister,  Loretta;  and  a  Mend  he 
brings  along  —  an  English  anthropol¬ 
ogy  professor.  It’s  based  on  a  trip 
home  I  had  last  year,  and  when  I  left  I 
didn’t  think  I’d  see  my  family  again 

BG:  Is  this  your  first  scripted 
play? 

WC:  Yeah.  The  performance 
pieces  that  I’ve  done  have  been  for  me 
and  basically  they’re  poetry.  It’s  real¬ 
ly  interesting.  In  working  on  Crying 
Holy  I  started  with  the  characters  in 
my  family  and  my  imagination  took 
off.  Somewhere  along  the  line  I  real¬ 
ized  I  can  do  anything  I  want  with 
these  people.  They’re  in  my  world, 
and  I  can  manipulate  them  and  make

Walk  Like  A  Man

WHAT  THE  MAN  shouted 
at  me  as  I  tore  down 
the  street  like  a  bat 
out  of  hell,  like  a 
drooling,  screaming,  hysterical 
madwoman,  was,  “Bitch,  don’t  you 
know  I  will  shoot  you  in  your 
back?” 

I  was  coming  home  from  San 
Francisco.  I  walked  down  Powell 
Street  to  the  BART  station,  got  on 
the  train,  got  off  at  the  MacArthur 
station  as  usual.  It  was  about  9  p.m. 

I  usually  took  a  cab  home  from  the 
station,  but  it  was  a  warm  night,  I 
had  a  decent  magazine  to  read,  so  I 
decided  to  save  the  four  dollars  and 
take  AC  Transit  instead. 

I  got  off  the  bus  at  Adams  and 
MacArthur  Boulevard,  right  at  the 
freeway  overpass.  My 
apartment  was  two  and 
one-half  blocks  up 
toward  Piedmont.  I’d 
walked  them  many 
times  before,  in  day¬ 
light  and  in  darkness. 

Crossing  the  street 
I  looked  over  my 
shoulder  and,  seeing 
no  one,  kept  on  step¬ 
ping.  Halfway  across 
the  overpass,  I  heard 
running  footsteps 
behind  me  and  I  turned 
my  head  to  see.  My  heart 
hadn’t  even  had  time  to 
start  beating  fast  I  saw 
a  man  in  a  windbreak- 
er  with  the  hood  pulled  so  tight  around 
his  face  all  that  showed  were  his  small 
eyes  and  wide  nose.  No  forehead,  no 
lips,  no  cheeks. 

Standing  behind  me,  he  put  his 
arm  around  my  neck,  told  me  not  to 
scream  or  he  would  kill  me.  He 
asked  me  what  was  in  my  bag.  I 
told  him  my  work  shoes,  and  about 
17  dollars.  He  said  he  wanted  me  to 
walk  with  him  for  a  minute.  He 
turned  me  around  and  we  started 
walking,  him  still  behind  me,  with 
his  aim  around  my  neck,  with  what 
felt  like  a  gun  in  my  back,  toward 
MacArthur. 

He  told  me  not  to  worry,  that  he 
was  not  going  to  rape  me. 

My  thoughts  were  of  death. 

Then  escape.  Then  death  again. 

He  stopped  us  in  front  of  a  patch 
of  ivy  untouched  by  the  glare  of  the 
streetlights.  Cars  zoomed  by.  My 
teeth  were  clinched. 

He  led  me  into  the  ivy  and  told 
me  to  kneel.  He  told  me  to  take  off 
my  leather  jacket.  He  pulled  my 
hands  behind  my  back  and  tied 
them  with  what  felt  like  some  sort 
of  cable.  He  was  having  some  prob¬ 
lems  tying  my  wrists  tightly 
because  the  cable  was  stiff.  He  told 
me  that  he  was  not  going  to  hurt 
me. 

He  said  for  me  to  lie  down,  face 
down.  While  my  face  was  pressed 


into  the  ivy  he  searched  my  bag. 
There  wasn’t  enough  money,  he 
told  me,  politely.  He  told  me  to  get 
back  up  on  my  knees.  “You’re 
going  to  have  to  take  a  little  ride 
with  me.” 

My  leather  jacket  was  heavy.  He 
zipped  it  up  and  placed  it  over  my 
head.  He  helped  me  up.  I  could  see 
nothing.  I  could  barely  breathe. 

What  felt  like  a  gun  was  again 
pointed  into  my  lower  back.  “We’re 
walking  to  my  car,”  he  told  me.  My 
wrists  were  still  loosely  tied  behind 
my  back.  I  held  my  arms  back  so  he 
wouldn’t  notice  that  I  was  actually 
not  tied  up  at  all  and  then  try  and 
tighten  his  sorry  knots.  More  cars 
zoomed  by. 

I  knew  I  couldn’t  go  with  him.  I 
was  sweating  from  everywhere. 

He  stopped.  I  heard  the  jingle  of 
keys.  I  couldn’t 
breathe  through  that 
leather  and  started  to 
panic.  I  imagined  a 
photo  of  me  being 
posted  up  all  over 
the  Bay  Area  the  next 
day  by  my  sister  and 
my  friends.  I  thought 
that  while  they  were 
taping  up  posters,  ask¬ 
ing  that  people  call 
with  any  information 
about  me,  they  would 
be  thinking  about 
what  I  always  say  to 
them  when  I  see  a 
MISSING  poster. 

That  girl  is  dead. 

I  heard  the  door  to  the  car  open 
and  I  brought  my  hands  up,  threw 
the  leather  jacket  off  my  shoulders. 

I  saw  the  gun  sitting  on  the  roof  of 
the  car  for  an  instant,  but  I  was 
gone,  running  fast  down  Mac¬ 
Arthur.  Truly  running  for  my  life. 
That’s  when  he  shouted  at  me.  I 
banged  on  a  door.  They  looked  out 
the  window  and  turned  out  their 
lights.  I  ran  to  the  next  door  and  was 
reluctantly  allowed  in.  The  police 
came. 

This  was  three  years  and  10 
months  ago.  I  say  all  this  now  in 
memory  of  Francine  Y oung,  the 
young  woman  who  was  snatched  at 
the  MacArthur  BART  station  last 
month,  forced  into  her  own  car, 
forced  to  get  money  out  of  her  auto¬ 
matic  teller,  and  then  shot  in  the 
back  in  Richmond.  My  heart  goes 
out  to  her  family. 

I  also  bring  it  up  because  I  was 
recently  trying  to  explain  to  some¬ 
one  that  my  own  “mugging”  was 
not  my  fault.  That  I  have  a  right  to 
be  out.  That  I  have  my  fear  and 
want  my  freedom  at  the  same  time. 

I  did  then  and  I  do  now.  I  want  to 
walk  as  men  walk  and  go  as  men 
go.  I  still  can’t  sleep  alone  in  the 
dark.  I  jump  now,  even  at  the  sound 
of  a  soft,  slow  footstep  in  daylighL  I 
watch  my  back  like  I  never  used  to, 
but  I  won’t  be  fenced  in.  •

Petaluma,  CA... Bio-degradable 
sewer  pipes  and  the  Seven  Day  Baby 
Diaper  were  great  concepts,  but 
inherently  flawed.  Other  super  concepts 
such  as  having  Richard  Nixon  pitch 
NON-erasable  audio  tapes  or  letting  real 
people  critique  restaurants  seemed 
equally  doomed  until  Petaluma  publisher 
Chad  Hansen  came  along. 

Publisher  Hansen,  sky-diver,  bon 
vivant  and  a  man  possibly  one  pole  short 
of  a  full  ski  run  decided  on  the  magazine 
approach.  He  would  publish  a  magazine 
by,  for  and  of  subscribers.  The  magazine 
would  include  art,  poetry,  reviews  by  real 
people  and  it  would  succeed.  And  he  did 
with  the  Bay  Area  Public  Reviewer. 

The  concept  is  amazingly  simple: 
A  subscriber  is  drawn  at  random  for  a 
dinner  for  four  at  a  Bay  Area  restaurant; 
or  a  weekend  in  one  of  the  wine  country's 
bed  and  breakfast  inns;  a  limousine  tour 
of  selected  wineries;  or  a  vacation  at 
some  exotic  locale.  The  price  for  all  this 


grandeur  is  merely  that  of  a  subscription 
($36  per  year).  Subscriber  and  guests  then 
relate  their  experience  to  a  staff  writer. 
The  balance  between  writer  and 
subscribers  keeps  the  magazine  honest, 
well  written  and  boldly  foraging  a  new 
concept  on  the  magazine  scene. 

Previously  restaurant  reviews 
were  the  exclusive  domain  of  professional 
writers  turning  out  tons  of  prose  for  each 
other.  With  the  advent  of  the  BAY 
AREA  PUBLIC  REVIEWER  reviews 
are  now  written  by  people  who  go  out  to 
eat  because  they  like  good  food,  good 
service  and  good  times.  REVIEWER 
writers  who  accompany  the  subscribers 
are  carefully  selected  for  each  assignment 
and  don't  use  words  like  "succulent", 
"fluffy"  and  "lettuce"  in  the  same 
sentence. 

To  insure  a  polished,  yet  classical 
look  for  the  magazine,  publisher  Hansen, 
had  to  look  no  further  than  his  wife 
Patricia.  She  is  a  well  known  Bay  Area 
graphic  designer  with  a  flair  for  designing 
pages  of  balanced  graphic  layouts.  A  new 


addition  to  the  team  has  been  nationally 
syndicated  columnist  Mark  Barnes  as 
managing  editor.  A  former 
publisher/editor  of  several  regional  and 
national  magazines,  Barnes,  brings  with 
him  experience,  humor  and  an  extreme 
dislike  for  puffy  prose. 

Real  experiences,  real 
people. ..what  a  concept.  But  wait— The 
BAY  AREA  PUBLIC  REVIEWER 
doesn't  stop  there.  Regularly  the 
magazine  hosts  dinners  with  the  publisher 
at  a  featured  winery  with  six  course 
meals,  tastings  and  a  tete-a-tete  with  the 
wine  maker.  Available  to  the  general 
public  the  money  raised  at  these  events  go 
to  help  organizations  such  as  Face  to  Face 
(Sonoma  County  AIDS  Foundation)  or 
Hospitality  House  (San  Francisco's 
Homeless  Foundation. 

Yes,  it's  a  crazy  concept. 
Subscriber  interaction  is  rare.  Subscribers 
are  expected  to  be  passive  and  just  read 
about  everybody  else  having  a  great  time. 
It  is  just  so  crazy. ..it'll  probably  work .

Critically  Wounded 


MAN  BITES  DOG.  DIRECTED  BY 
RlMY  BELVAUX.  OPENS  FRI/15  AT 
THE  ROXIE,  SF.

Though  rrs  nationwide 

release  is  just  getting  under 
way  with  this  week’s  local 
premiere,  the  Belgian- 
made  tabloid-titled  Man  Bites  Dog 
—  a  hyperviolent  and  fitfully  funny 
“mock  documentary”  about  the  ruth¬ 
less  exploits  of  a  gun -crazy  killer 
named  Benoit  —  has  already  man¬ 
aged  to  stake  a  claim  as  the  movie  of 
the  moment. 

A  gunpowdery  gob  of  low-bud¬ 
get  Franco-bile,  the  film  has  paid  its 
festival  dues  —  at  Cannes,  Toronto, 
and  New  York  —  and  along  the  way 
has  managed  to  earn  something 
more  than  the  potential  for  wide- 
release  success.  Scorned  by  the  Vil¬ 
lage  Voice  as  “Eurotrash”  and  fleet¬ 
ly  positioned  (in  Sight  and  Sound)  as 
“another  fuck-you  movie  in  which 
we  all  must  pay  for  somebody  else’s 
sins”  by  no  less  a  taste-maker  than 
B.  Ruby  Rich,  Man  Bites  Dog  has 
become  a  savory  bone  in  a  correcter- 
than-thou,  “us”-vs.-“them”  critical 
pissing  war. 

It’s  easy  to  see  why.  Smarter  (and 
more  smart-ass)  than  the  turgid,  if 
widely  praised.  Laws  of  Gravity,  and 
more  plentiful  in  its  visceral  effects 
than  Reservoir  Dogs,  Man  Bites 
Dog’s  spasmodic  violence  jumps 
out  and  throttles  the  viewer  in  the 
ways  many  critics  hate  the  most:  It 
pushes  a  lot  of  noisy  buttons  but 
almost  never  resolves  the  questions 
it  asks. 

Stiff,  the  film  draws  a  savage,  cul- 
ture-savvy  bead  on  a  variety  of  con¬ 
temporary  hot  topics,  from  the  cur¬ 
rent  spate  of  successful  arthouse 
mayhem  movies  (Reservoir  Dogs, 
Bad  Lieutenant,  et  aL)  to  the  ever- 
proliferating  meta-genre  of  “reality 
TV.”  Always  self-conscious  —  and 


never  less  than  palpably  complied 
with  the  culture  of  violence  it  decries 
—  Man  Bites  Dog  comes  off  as  a 
precociously  childish  delight,  bois¬ 
terously  splashing  about  in  the  gory 
puddle  of  its  gruesome  auto-critique. 

The  film’s  premise  is  simple 
enough:  A  scruffy  crew  of  hapless 
filmmakers  (played  by  director/writ¬ 
er/producer  Remy  Belvaux  and  co¬ 
writer/producer  Andre  Bonzel)  tag 
along  with  the  natty  Ben  (co-writer/ 
producer  Benoit  Poelvoorde),  a 
cold-blooded  murderer  and  thief  of 
no  fixed  m.o.  as  he  goes  about  his 
psychotic  business. 

The  fundless  crew’s  choice  of 
subjects  is  an  apt  one.  The  loqua¬ 
cious,  doggerel-spewing  Ben  not 
only  supplies  the  filmmakers  with 
an  endless  stream  of  visually  kinetic 
assassinations  and  roving  rumina¬ 
tions  on  everything  from  urban  plan¬ 
ning  to  contemporary  painting,  he 
also  finances  their  project  with  his 
bloodstained  spoils.  As  Bonzel 
quipped  in  a  recent  phone  interview, 
“We  produce  the  film  by  killing  peo¬ 
ple  —  that’s  the  main  metaphor.” 

As  the  metaphor  metastasizes, 
and  reflexivity  ups  its  bid,  the  film 
contorts  into  something  like  a  remix 
of  A  Clockwork  Orange  by  way  of 
This  Is  Spinal  Tap.  Modern-day  Bel¬ 
gium  grows  increasingly  Gothic  as 
Ben  and  his  cine-droogies  traipse 
across  a  landscape  of  swampy  burial 
sites,  turned  Renaults,  and  ominous 
nuclear-power  plants.  Soundmen  are 
slain  as  they  inadvertently  stray  into 
Ben’s  line  of  fire,  the  camera’s 
zoom  lens  is  enlisted  to  uncover  a 
concealed  victim,  and  in  the  course 
of  one  ballistic  free-for-all,  our  film 
crew  discovers  a  news  team  pursu¬ 
ing  a  rival  killer.  Ben  quickly  dis¬ 
patches  them  and  their  (ptooey !) 
video  equipment 

In  its  original  version  —  which 
will  not  be  shown  at  the  Roxie  or  go 
into  mainstream  release  —  the  film 
attained  over-the-top-ness  in  a  gme- 


some  scene  in  which  the  drunken 
Benoit  leads  the  crew  into  participa¬ 
tion  in  a  ghastly  gang  rape.  Despite 
the  lingering  dissatisfaction  of  the 
filmmakers,  and  the  distributor’s 
understandable  willingness  to  accept 
the  compromises  of  commercial  via¬ 
bility,  the  film  actually  seems  to  play 
better  without  the  scene,  making 
more  narrative  room  for  the  film's 
poetic  and  comic  highlight  a  soused 
Benoit  introducing  the  inebriated 
crew  to  a  cocktail  known  as  the  “dead 
little  boy”  before  storming  through  a 
maze  of  alleyways  singing  “Cinema 
...  cine-MAH!  I  am  cine-mah.” 

Are  the  willing  filmmakers  com- 
plicit  with  the  callous  killer?  Is  the 
audience  complied  with  the  film¬ 
makers?  In  the  face  of  ever-mount¬ 
ing  international  violence  and  media 
saturation,  is  there  ever  a  clear  dif¬ 
ference  between  photogeneity  and 
photo-journalism  (to  which  the  film 
owes  more  visual  debts  than  to  any 
“fiction”  film)?  Is  anyone  still  ask¬ 
ing  these  questions?  What  are  you 
waiting  for  —  catharsis? 

Man  Bites  Dog  digs  up  all  these 
bones  and  a  few  more,  never  heed¬ 
ing  the  calls  of  its  would-be  critical 
masters. 

No,  it’s  not  a  perfect  film  —  which 
one  is?  But  as  obsessed  with  its  own 
production  as  this  film  is,  it’s  easy  to 
envision  —  and  sympathize  with  — 
the  filmmakers  in  their  decision  to  do 
things  just  as  they  please.  Breaking 
into  this  business  can  be  murder,  and 
you  never  know  when  your  film  may 
end  up  as  die  halfway  point  between 
its  larger  cultural  moment  and  some 
critic’s  vendetta  against  the  world.  As 
deliciously  murderous  as  Man  Bites 
Dog  and  the  movie  biz  can  be,  some¬ 
times  it’s  the  critics  that  are  the  most 
fun  to  watch.  Unpredictable  and  usu¬ 
ally  as  harebrained  as  the  movies  they 
write  about,  more  often  than  not — to 
use  an  adage  the  makers  of  Man  Bites 
Dog  undoubtedly  know  —  they  slay 
me.# 


FILM

ALADDIN 

What  does  John  Musker  and  Ron 
Clements'  delightfully  directed  version 
of  Aladdin  have  that  makes  it  uniquely 
in-genie-ous?  Robin  Williams’  voice  as 
the  magic  lamp's  temporary  tenant 
that's  what  and  the  portrayal's  pure 
gold.  Street  urchin  Aladdin  begins  his 
rags-to-riches  journey  when  he's  picked 
up  for  picking  up  one  item  too  many  at 
the  local  Arab  market  and  taken  to  evil, 
elegant  vizier  Jafar  for  punishment. 

Jafar  sends  him  off  on  an  adorable 
magic  carpet  to  find  said  magic  lamp, 
though  not  before  the  lad's  fallen  for 
the  beautiful  Princess  Jasmine.  But  of 
course  you  know  the  story,  and  this  ver¬ 
sion's  so  imaginative,  lively,  and  beguil¬ 
ing,  from  Aladdin's  fiendishly  funny  pet 
monkey  Abu  and  the  vizier's  peevishly 
petty  parrot  lago,  to  the  coyly  cute 
magic  carpet  and,  of  course,  Williams' 
behemoth  of  a  show-stealing  blue 
genie,  that  neither  you  nor  your  young¬ 
sters  will  be  scared  for  a  moment,  but 
simply  swept  along  on  a  magic  carpet 
of  your  own .  (Regency  1 ,  SF;  Shattuck, 
Berk.;  Grand  Lake,  Oakl.) 

ALIVE 

When,  in  1972,  a  plane  carrying  an 
Uruguayan  rugby  team  to  a  match  in 
Chile  crashes  in  the  snow-covered 
Andes,  the  tragedy's  truly  terrible  as  the 
plane  breaks  in  two  and  many  passen¬ 
gers  fall  screaming  to  their  deaths.  The 
survivors  soon  realize  that  quick  res¬ 
cue's  an  impossibility,  that  the  cold  is 
crippling,  and  that  tire  food  supply's 
minimal,  to  the  extent  that  eventually 
the  specter  of  cannibalism  raises  its 
hideous  head.  Almost  as  dismaying, 
however,  is  the  cast — mostly  members 
of  the  rugby  team  who  rarely  relate  dra¬ 
matically  to  one  another.  Some  appear 
briefly,  not  to  be  seen  again,  their  voices 
never  weaken,  their  bodies  do  only 
momentarily,  their  deaths  aren't  affect¬ 
ing,  and  some  remain  inexplicably 
dean-shaven  for  the  70-day  period. 
They're  a  team  with  no  dramatic  team 
spirit,  Ethan  Hawke  and  Vincent  Spano 
notwithstanding,  so  that  Frank  Mar¬ 
shall’s  film  gets  its  excitement  from  the 
events,  not  the  story,  since  there's  no 
one  to  keep  it  alive.  (Opens  Fri/1  S  at  the 
Royal  and  Empire,  SF;  Shattuck,  Berk.; 
Century,  Oakl.) 

CHAPLIN 

Few  American  actors  can  cope  with  a 
respectable  English  accent,  let  alone  a 
Codcney  one,  which  makes  listening  to 
Robert  Downey  Jr.'s  perfect  rendition 
positively  awe-inspiring.  Richard  Atten¬ 
borough  begins  his  movie  by  touching 
on  Chaplin's  mostly  hapless  early  child¬ 
hood,  followed  by  his  mother-influ¬ 
enced  forays  into  London  stage  plays 
that  lead  to  his  arrival  in  the  U.S.  and  the 
creation  of  the  lovably  naive  Little  T ramp 
that  was  to  be  his  trademark.  It  also 
dwells  on  his  run-in  with  J.  Edgar 
Hoover,  his  banishment  from  the  U.S., 
his  marriagesand  other  problems,  all  of 
which  are  extremely  entertaining,  but  by 
the  1 38-minute  movie's  end  one's  left 
wondering  why  it  was  made,  since  it 
offers  nothing  new  informationally,  and 
it's  not  as  if  Chaplin's  films  are  being  for¬ 
gotten.  What  it  does  give  us,  however,  is 
Downey's  extraordinary  performance, 
and  he  richly  deserves  every  kudo  he 
gamers  for  being  Chaplin  from  Cockney 
kid  to  Sr  Charles  Spencer  Chaplin.

them  how  I  want  them  to  be. 

BG:  And  then  you  entrust  your 
words  to  another  performer.  What  is 
that  like? 

WC:  Scary,  honey!  About 
halfway  through  the  rehearsals  I 
went  out  of  town  for  five  days  and 
the  whole  time  I  was  just  panicked. 
What  are  they  going  to  do?  It  was 
very  painful,  but  then  it  kept  growing 
and  growing  and  now  it’s  closer  to 
my  vision  than  I  thought  it  would  be. 

BG:  Would  you  invite  your  moth¬ 
er  to  see  this  show? 

WC:  Yeah.  My  mother  has  her 
whole  religious  trip.  She  thinks  I’m 
going  to  hell  in  a  hand  basket  but 
she’s  always  appreciated  my  work.  I 
made  the  horrible  mistake  of  send¬ 
ing  a  copy  of  the  first  draft —  which 
was  a  little  hard-core  —  and  they 
took  it  to  heart.  There’s  a  scene 
where  I  refer  to  my  grandmother 
(who’s  in  a  photograph),  saying  she 
looks  like  a  dyke.  That’s  all  Momma 
saw.  [Mocking  her]  “I  turn  it  over  in 
the  hand  of  the  Lord,  and  that’s  it!” 

BG:  Crying  Holy  has  happened 
really  fast.  You  conceived  it,  wrote 
it,  and  staged  it  in  less  than  a  year. 

WC:  It  happened  so  fast  because 
I  feel  like  I’m  on  a  time  line,  and 
when  I  get  an  idea  that  strongly,  I 
have  to  work  really  hard.  There’s  an 
urgency  to  everything  I  do  now.  I 


want  it  done  yesterday.  Crying  Holy 
happened  quickly  simply  because  I 
wanted  to  live  long  enough  to  finish 
it  and  see  it  I  also  want  a  body  of 
work  that  can’t  be  ignored.  All  the 
hoopla  now  about  the  play  is  very 
nice  —  this  sounds  like  I’m  really 
full  of  it  —  but  50  years  from  now  I 
want  someone  to  pick  up  my  stuff 
and  say,  “Oh,  that’s  what  it  was  like. 
Oh,  this  affects  me  now.”  Have  a  lit¬ 
tle  9-year-old  boy  pick  something  up 
that  I  wrote,  like  I  did  Paul  Lawrence 
Dunbar. 

BG:  I  remember  hearing  you 
recite  a  description  of  yourself  about 
a  year  ago.  You  said:  “I  am  a  proud 
African  American  homo-radical  per¬ 
son  with  AIDS  living  on  the  edge.  I 
am  nobody 's  victim.  ’  Has  that  defi¬ 
nition  changed? 

WC:  That  blurb  is  from  a  poem 
called  “Identify  Yourself,”  and  I 
wrote  it  as  an  exercise  —  “Who  I  am 
is ...”  in  three  lines.  “Who  I  am  is  ...a 
poet  humbled  trying  to  be  a  Chris¬ 
tian  and  maintain  the  integrity  of 
being  a  gay  man.” 

I  was  led  to  the  City  of  Refuge 
Church,  which,  much  to  my  surprise, 
I  joined  the  first  time  I  went  And  I 
have  old  problems  with  Christianity 
that  I  still  deal  with,  but  I  find  com¬ 
fort  in  that  place.  Not  just  the  theater 
of  the  church  but  in  the  guts  of  the 
church,  the  real  stuff  about  a  rela¬ 
tionship  with  Jesus.  And  I  don’t 
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SEX/LOVE/STORIES 

Wearing  nothing  but  a  pair  of  Con¬ 
verse  high  tops,  Tim  Miller  tells  us  this 
stage  is  his  nude  beach,  and  today  is 
Election  Day  1 992.  Each  garment  is  an 
old  Band-Aid;  he  peels  them  off  and 
feels  that  he  is  shedding  1 2  years  of 
Republican  rule.  And  while  the 
metaphor  is  appealing,  Miller's  con¬ 
spicuous  lyricism,  like  his  gratuitous 
nudity,  demands  attention.  It  doesn't 
command  attention. 

Miller,  who  can  thank  Jesse  Helms 
and  the  NEA  for  his  modicum  of  fame, 
performs  Sex/Love/Stories,  his  "por¬ 
trait  of  the  artist  as  a  young  fag."  This 
sometimes  charming  but  for  the  most 
part  unspectacular  monologue  is  a 
familiar  story  of  a  young  man  politi¬ 
cized  by  AIDS.  At  1 9,  Miller  hitchhiked 
to  San  Francisco.  His  face,  he  recalls, 

“  is  an  open  wallet. "  He  has  heard  that 
Harvey  Milk,  "a  fag  like  me,  was  ruf¬ 
fling  the  corduroy  of  power. "  Says 
Miller,  "I  feel  that  the  world  is  not  my 
enemy.”  His  ensuing  tale  of  myriad 
boyfriends  and  even  more  apartments 
in  Manhattan's  East  Village  is  a  ram¬ 
bling  reminiscence,  told  with  a  clever 
turn  of  phrase  now  and  again.  His  sex¬ 
ual  exploits  are  recalled  blow  by  blow. 
So  to  speak. 

The  death  of  his  first  friend  to  AIDS 
brings  a  weight  to  the  mostly  frivolous 
banter.  But  it  is  a  knee-jerk  gravity.  The 
power  of  these  painful  experiences  is 
not  successfully  communicated.  It's 
not  until  Miller  restages  his  involve¬ 
ment  in  an  ACT  UP  dvtl  disobedience 
action  that  he  provides  some  fervor  as 
he  punctuates  his  speech  by  jabbing  a 
knife  into  a  brown  bag  of  seeping 
sand.  An  hourglass  running  out  of 
time,  the  urgency  of  the  AIDS  crisis  is 
vividly  illustrated.

LOVE  (SIC) 

Love  (sk),  about  a  bunch  of  middle- 
aged  women  sitting  around  lament¬ 
ing  their  love  lives,  is  as  annoying  as, 
well,  watching  a  bunch  of  middle- 
aged  women  sitting  around  lament¬ 
ing  their  love  lives.  Actually,  this  trio 
of  gripers,  at  the  Marin  Theater  Com¬ 
pany,  do  more  than  sit  They  sing  and 
dance  and  vogue  and  emote,  turning 
grievance  into  cabaret. 

Some  amusing  props — like  a 
plastic  heart  that  screams  when 
struck  by  an  axe — communicate  the 
notion  that  romance  is  hell  far  more 
effectively  than  the  actresses  do.  Joya 
Cory,  the  eldest,  explores  the  terrain 
of  longtime  relationships.  Clowning 
Helen  Dannenberg  describes  herself 
as  perpetually  single,  "an  old  cur¬ 
mudgeon"  who  doesn't  want  to 
negotiate.  Deborah  Slater  sings  "I 
want  to  be  seduced, "  and  interjects 
dialogue  about  a  bursting  condom. 

Under  Mary  Forcade's  undiscem- 
ing  direction,  the  women  eat  choco¬ 
late,  play  with  wigs,  and  deliver  a 
verbal  collage  that  highlights  the 
miscommunication  between  men 
and  women.  Whose  turn  is  it  to  call? 
Should  I  have  a  breast  implant? 
These  are  the  quandaries  that 
plague  the  modem  woman. 
Although  the  show  doesn't  take 
itself  too  seriously  (the  musical 
accompanist  Bob  Davis,  plays  a 
kazoo),  there  are  moments  of  pre¬ 
cious  tenderness  that  don't  work. 

While  there  are  some  good,  albeit 
old,  routines  like  "What  I  said  was...  / 
whatl  meant  was...."  Love  (sic)  too 
often  looks  like  a  class  in  theater  exer¬ 
cises.  Abstract  dance  movements  and 
improvised  vocal  maneuvers  abound. 

For  these  jilted  jills  and  veterans  of 
soured  romance,  perhaps  musical 
comedy  is  the  wrong  medium.

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In  The  City

Being  out  on  the  street  is 
surely  one  of  the  central 
experiences  of  living  in 
the  city.  And  here  in  San 
Francisco,  where  we  do  not  have  to 
engage  the  ignition  every  time  we 
need  a  carton  of  milk,  the  excite¬ 
ment  of  wandering  off  on  foot  is  a 
familiar  pleasure.  But  taking  a  stroll 
on  the  streets  of  San  Francisco  now 
involves  dealing  with  so  many  peo¬ 
ple  asking  for  money  that  it  entails  a 
complex  series  of  political  and 
social  (not  to  mention  pecuniary) 
debates  with  oneself  that  often 
require  a  few  classes  in  the  social 
psychology  of  interpersonal  com¬ 
munication. 

Even  when  you  can’t  give  money 
of  course  you  try  to  acknowledge  the 


stand  that  the  body  language  required 
to  pass  between  them  will  make  many 
of  us  feel  we  are  simultaneously  vul¬ 
nerable  and  rude? 

Does  this  matter?  In  the  face  of 
the  awful  circumstances  of  the 
homeless,  does  the  cultural  analysis 
of  street  manners  count  for  any¬ 
thing?  I  think  it  does,  actually. 
Everyday  life  is  culture;  it  shapes 
who  we  are.  It  is  not  some  kind  of 
“superstructural”  activity  whose 
importance  can  be  overlooked  in 
favor  of  His  Majesty  the  Economy, 
the  “real  stuff”  of  real  estate,  pri¬ 
vate  property,  and  economic  policy. 
One  of  the  essential  pleasures  of  the 
city,  observed  Walter  Benjamin  and 
others,  is  the  anonymity  that  it 
bestows  upon  us.  At  one  and  the 
same  time  we  are  surrounded  by 
people,  by  warmth,  by  motion;  and 
yet  we  are  also  unseen.  We  are 
voyeurs  of  a  sort  —  flaneur  was  the 
term  used  by  Benjamin,  borrowed 
from  Baudelaire. 

Janet  Wolff  has  pointed  out  that 
in  fact  this  is  a  hugely  male  con¬ 
struction,  since  for  women  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  looking  and  being  looked  at 
on  the  street  is  hardly  an  uncompli¬ 
cated  pleasure.  And  in  a  city  culture 
where  strangers  accost  you  and  ask 
for  things,  where  you  are  required 
to  make  decisions  about  these  trans¬ 


actions  every  few  yards  or  so  in 
some  places,  well,  clearly  that 
experience  may  also  be  gendered. 
Certainly  the  flaneur  must  be  a 
dying  breed.  There  is  a  guy  in  my 
neighborhood  who  sings  at  you, 
loudly,  from  some  distance  away, 
which  does  rather  tend  to  under¬ 
mine  one’s  sense  of  anonymity. 

Of  course,  to  criminalize  pan¬ 
handling  is  not  the  answer.  The 
solution  (which  is  only  imaginable 
if  you  are  prepared  to  imagine  the 
impossible)  is  to  house  the  homeless 
and  put  sick  people  in  hospitals. 

(And  send  the  rich  kids  who  are 
playing  poor  back  to  mommy  and 
daddy.)  This  idea,  despite  the  utopi¬ 
an  hue,  was  once  considered  basic 
human  decency.  As  for  the  rest  of 
us,  well,  apparently  we  who  are  not 
disenfranchised  are  of  no  interest 
any  longer  to  the  Left  The  Left  in 
the  United  States  is  now  so  obsessed 
with  marginalized  groups  and 
subaltern  classes  that  it  has 
almost  nothing  to  say  to  any¬ 
one  else ...  who  are,  by  the  way, 
the  majority. 

But  there  are  important 

questions  to  consid¬ 
er  about  the  impact 
of  all  this  street  talk 
on  those  of  us  who 
are  lucky  enough  to 
have  homes  and 
unfortunate  enough 
to  have  jobs.  The 
uniquely  modem 
experience  of  the 
flaneur  is  being 
destroyed,  not  simply  in  material 
terms,  as  in  decaying  urban  infras¬ 
tructure,  but  in  cultural  terms,  as  a 
sociaiexperience.  No  one  wants  to 
talk  about  this,  in  case  we  are 
accused  of  crypto-fascist  homeless- 
bashing  or  neo-yuppie  whining.  But 
city  dwellers  are  unhappy  about  the 
numbers  of  people  panhandling, 
because  dealing  with  their  requests 
and  demands  is  sometimes  the 
dominant  experience  when  walking 
the  streets.  That’s  reality.  Even 
kindly  gentle  liberal  left-leaning 
proto-feminist  eco-conscious  peo¬ 
ple  of  a  charitable  disposition  are 
fed  up  with  it  But  no  one  talks 
about  it  much.  So  we  do  all  our  talk¬ 
ing  on  the  street:  “Spare  change?" 
“Er,  no,  not  right  now,  sorry.” 

Cities  are  places  where  you  may 
walk  and  observe  and  lose  yourself. 
That’s  one  reason  why  we  live  here. 
And  in  public  spaces  there  are  cer¬ 
tain  unwritten  rules  concerning 
what  is  civil  behavior,  including 
who  talks  to  whom  and  how.  So 
when  we  mind  the  intrusions  on  our 
public  privacy,  that  makes  sense. 
There  is  too  much  to  decode  now. 
Too  much  noise,  visual  and  aural. 
There  are  too  many  decisions  to 
make  about  whose  eye  to  catch,  and 
which  people  to  avoid.  Maybe 
we’ve  all  been  feminized,  now  we 
are  all  just  objects  on  the  street.  •

Spreading 
The  Gospel 

Wayne  CoRBm  had  two  stipula¬ 
tions  before  producing  Crying 
Holy  at  Theatre  Rhinoceros: 
he  wanted  a  black  director,  and  he 
wanted  someone  to  conduct  out¬ 
reach  to  San  Francisco  churches. 

He  probably  didn't  expect  the 
director  and  outreach  coordinator 
to  be  the  same  person,  but  that's 
what  he  got  in  Edris  Cooper. 

'  Cooper,  the  artistic  director  of 
the  Sugar  Shack  and  an  accom¬ 
plished  actress  in  her  own  right 
(she  worked  with  Cultural  Odyssey 
in  The  Medea  Project  and 
appeared  in  the  SF  Mime  Troupe's 
production  of  Unde  Tom's  Cabin), 
was  employed  to  direct  Crying 
Holy  ear ly  on.  Rehearsals  have 
gone  "very  well,  very  smoothly," 
she  says,  but  outreach  to  the 
churches  has  been  a  slow  process. 

Cooper  has  hooked  up  with 
Rafiki  House,  a  residential  program 
for  people  with  AIDS.  Rafiki  (which 
means  "friend"  in  Swahili)  is  essen¬ 
tially  the  Shanti  model,  "biack- 
enized."  Their  expanding  educa¬ 
tional  services  are  targeting  people 
of  color,  women,  and  IV-drug  users. 
To  reach  these  groups  Rafiki  con¬ 
ducts  workshops  in  churches  of  dif¬ 
ferent  denominations — Catholic, 
Baptist,  Lutheran,  Methodist — and 
what  Cooper  does,  strategically,  is 
to  "slip  in  a  little  about  Crying  Holy" 
whenever  she  can. 

One  of  the  most  formidable 
opponents  to  AIDS  education  in 
the  church  is  Pastor  Amos  Brown 
of  Third  Baptist  Church  in  the 
Western  Addition,  who  Cooper 
says  "is  famous  for  his  abomina¬ 
tions."  She  adds,  however,  "We're 
approaching  him,  too." 

It's  too  soon  to  judge  the 
results  of  outreach  around  Crying 
Holy,  but  it  has  already  illuminated 
the  battle  lines  between  two  very 
old  foes  —  homosexuality  and  the 
church.

We  Have  The  Technology 


By  Eric  Weisbard 

The  wheezy  keyboards  and 
bubble  gum  drill-beats  of 
techno  reverberate  with  the 
added  force  of  historical 
inevitability.  Electric  guitar  defined 
the  rock  era  —  was  any  instrument 
more  central  to  a  rock  fan’s  judg¬ 
ment  of  a  group,  was  there  ever  a 
song  that  couldn’t  be  enhanced  with 
more  guitar?  Now,  it’s  become  clear, 
the  new  medium  is  computerized 
percussion  —  sampling,  drum 
machines,  programs  of  every  sort 
And  this  reflects  larger  changes:  the 
way  the  romance  has  shifted  from 
interstate  highways  like  Route  66  to 
information  highways  like  Internet; 
how  fixed,  shiny  icons  like  phono¬ 
graphs  and  Cote  bottles  have  been 
supplanted  by  the  insistent  virtual 
whorl  of  digital  technology. 

From  such  cybernetic  unfath- 
omability  springs  the  allure  and 
glamour  of  techno.  It  sounds,  as 
Charles  Aaron  says,  like  sped-up 
video  games.  But  beyond  that,  this  is 
the  first  pop  music  to  respond  to  the 
altered  fantasy  life  of  a  new  comput¬ 
er  culture,  one  mostly  thrust  on  us 
from  above.  Disco  (and,  fundamen¬ 
tally,  techno  is  the  umpteenth  gener¬ 
ation  of  Euro-disco)  relentlessly 
aspired  to  ecstasy  and  paradise. 
Techno  bluffs.  Refusing  to  actively 
clamor  for  power  and  pleasure,  it 
assumes  it,  revving  up  or  floating 
away  as  if  a  Next  Generation 
holodeck  was  at  everyone’s  dispos¬ 
al 

The  result  is  music  that  shimmers 
around  or  sonically  overpowers 
issues  of  celebrity  and  consumerism 
that  always  dragged  industrial  down. 
Remember  English  postpunk:  drony, 
druggy,  ever-so-cynical  “dance” 
rhythms  that  just  sort  of  squatted  ? 
Techno,  made  by  a  younger  genera¬ 
tion  of  the  same  demographic,  is 
fleet  and  seemingly  impervious  to 
angst.  The  same  digital  mixing  that 
destroys  a  Neil  Young  record  liber¬ 
ates  this  music’s  hobgoblins,  blip! 
and  thonk!  filaments  of  pulsating 
sound  that  thrive  on  the  margins  of 
binary  16-bit  reproduction.  Every¬ 
one  listens  to  techno  like  a  record 
producer,  concentrating  on  fringe 
effects  rather  than  looking  for  a  cen¬ 
tral  emotional  experience. 

Tribally  cool  in  the  face  of 
change,  effortlessly  blending  antag¬ 
onistic  subcultures  (name  of  one 
band:  A  Hippie,  A  Homeboy,  and  A 
Funky  Dread),  techno  alters  your 
expectations  of  pop  music.  Forget 
songs  —  nothing  less  than  an  envi¬ 
ronmental  facelift  will  do.  It’s  no 
accident  that,  apart  from  its  role  as  a 
hard-core  sound  in  nightlife,  the 
genre  has  developed  a  rapidly 
swelling  ambient  wing.  What  better 
purpose  could  a  deliberately  anony¬ 
mous,  largely  instrumental  techni¬ 
cian’s  concoction  serve? 

Only,  don’t  sneer.  At  a  time  when 
pop  music’s  ability  to  satisfy  careful¬ 
ly  delimited  social  requirements  — 
both  demographic  and  functional  — 


has  never  been  more  apparent,  tech¬ 
no  is  setting  new  standards  for  boxed 
sound.  It’s  accommodationist  as 
anything,  but  Instant  Carnival  (just 
add  stereo;  heavy  and  light  mixes 
available)  is  hard  to  scoff  at  once 
your  nerves  start  responding  —  and 
they  will.  From  a  Messiah  track 
overheard  on  Live  105  in  the  car,  to 
the  Lords  of  Acid  cut  used  in  Bari 
Lieutenant's  nightclub  scene,  to  a 
spate  of  recent  commercials  and 
sports  promos,  the  genre  can  invest 
any  stagnant  locale  with  the  illusion 
of  drama.  Techno  sounds  good  any¬ 
where  and  with  anything.  Moby 
adapts  the  Twin  Peaks  theme;  Smart 
E’s  revamp  kids’  TV  on  Sesame ’s 
Treet  (Pyiotech);  Eon’s  “Spice,”  on 
Void  Dweller  (Vinyl  Solution/ 
Columbia),  is  lifted  straight  from 
Dune. 

It  was  only  in  1992  that  techno 
became  safe  for  home  listening,  a 
full-fledged  pop  genre  with  specific 
artists  releasing  whole  records,  big¬ 
ger  labels  bankrolling  compilations, 
and  a  wide  array  of  styles  and 
approaches.  Here’s  a  sur¬ 
vey: 

Moby  'Moby  (Instinct). 

This  New  Yorker  with  roots 
in  hard  core  (he  once  guest- 
sang  for  Flipper)  under¬ 
stands  the  fluidity  of  hard 
and  soft  like  no  one  else  in 
the  scene.  His  chimes  ache 
like  perfume  ads  and  his  art¬ 
fully  ordinary  beats  and  pop 
hooks  end  up  definitive. 
Organ-grinding  as  it  ough- 
ta  be.  I  haven’t  listened  to  any  other 
techno  album  so  obsessively. 

The  Prodigy  • Experience 
(Eleklra).  Motto:  “Hyperspeed.” 
Twenty-year-old  Londoner  Liam 
Howlett  grew  up  twitching  —  that’s 
apparent  He  draws  on  ads,  cartoons, 
and  sirens,  inserts  patches  of  soul 
like  a  quick  intake  of  breath,  then 
gets  back  to  the  serious  business  of 
determining  how  many  power-chord 
beat-clusters  can  fit  a  mix  without 
losing  that  essential  shuffle.  Never 
blurs,  avoids  percussive  cliches,  and 
great  to  fall  asleep  to. 

Utah  Saints  •  Utah  Saints  (Lon¬ 
don).  Drawing  on  everyone  from 
Kate  Bush  to  Slayer  (“Utah  Saints 
use  samples  to  free  us  from  the  con¬ 
fines  of  popular  instruments....  No 
tape  was  used  in  the  making  of  this 
album,”  reads  the  sleeve  manifesto), 
these  Leeds  boys  mate  off  like  ban¬ 
dits  in  a  candy  store  —  their  rapture 
in  the  possibilities  of  an  easy  new 
groove  reminds  me  of  the  first  Beast- 
ie  Boys  album.  Big  ole  tub  beats, 
lush  strings,  diva  vocals,  and  chord 
progressions  like  sped-up  scales 
equal  yummy  yummy  yummy. 

Ultramarine  'Every  Man  and 
Woman  Is  a  Star  (Dali).  The  best  of 
the  ambient  techno  records  to  date 
—  the  “post-rave  come-down 
scene,”  their  promo  calls  it  —  offers 
flutes,  regular  piano,  wah-wah  gui¬ 
tar,  ’70s  strings,  and  Malcolm 
McClaren  opera  in  an  almost  orien¬ 
talist  fantasy  tour  of  the  American 


continent  by  a  band  that’s  never  been 
here.  “Stella,”  where  a  woman 
explains  why  she  dances  to  remove 
herself  of  the  baggage  of  Western 
culture,  is  a  leading  example  of  a 
burgeoning  new  subgenre:  mmm, 
psychobabble  techno? 

Lords  of  Add  •  Lust  (Caroline). 
“Rough  Sex,”  “I  Sit  on  Acid,”  and 
“Let’s  Get  High”  were  all  dance  hits 
for  this  collaboration  of  Belgian 
techno-exploitationists.  “I  Must 
Increase  My  Bust”  tells  you  how 
seriously  they  don’t  take  this  shit. 

The  music  exists  mainly  to  leer  at 
you.  (Can  grinding  power  cables 
nudge  and  wink?  I  guess  so.  Or 
maybe  those’re  electric  termites.) 
Wouldn’t  hold  up  well  at  Club  Fuck! 
—  but  if,  like  me,  you’re  more  of  a 
14-year-old  superhero  comics  read¬ 
er,  go  for  it 

Various  Artists  •  Killer  Techno 
(Sonic).  With  Moby,  Church  of 
Extacy  (formerly  the  Wax  Trax! 
industrial  hand  Greater  Than  One; 
we  all  must  keep  up  with  the  times), 
and  various  other  of  the  harder  less- 
er-knowns  from  all 
ova-  the  world  mixed 
together,  this  is  more 
like  the  techno  you’d 
hear  if  you,  yech,  wait 
out  to  a  club.  Less  per¬ 
sonality  than  the 
albums  devoted  to  sin¬ 
gle  artists,  but  greater 
quantities  of,  to  cite  a 
band  name.  Liquid 
Metal.  Techno  Sonic 
Volume  Two,  on  the 
same  label,  is  about  as  hiply  power¬ 
ful  Both  are  preferable  to  Caroline’s 
TechnoMancer  anthology. 

Various  Artists  •  Only  for  the 
Headstrong:  The  Ultimate  Rave 
Compilation  (FFRR);  Various 
Artists  •  Rave  'til  Dawn  (SBK). 

The  best  of  the  mainstream  rave 
compilations.  Only  for  the  Head¬ 
strong,  with  the  Prodigy,  Utah 
Saints,  Orbital,  Program  2,  and 
Altem  8,  is  probably  the  single  best 
introduction  you’ll  find  to  the  techno 
highbrow.  Rave  ’til  Dawn  is  trashier, 
featuring  Lords  of  Acid,  the  Move¬ 
ment  (weak  album  cm  Arista,  but 
“Jump,”  included  on  the  comp,  com¬ 
pletes  1992’s  trilogy  with  Kris  Kross 
and  House  of  Pain),  a  totally  Roman 
Catholic  “Apotheosis,”  “Fuck  You 
(Singalongmother-fucker  Mix),” 
and  Praga  Khan  sampling  the  Joker. 
Dig  the  way  rave  keyboards  are 
acrid,  with  a  slightly  sour  tone;  just 
like  smart  drinks! 

So  there  you  go.  If  the  idea  of 
ambient  techno  grabs  you  —  give 
those  walls  a  soft,  electronically  pas¬ 
toral  glow  —  you  might  also  try  the 
hippie  bliss  of  Opus  Hi’s  Mind  Fruit 
(Eastwest),  or  either  album  by 
Orbital  on  FFRR:  “Halcyon”  is  prac¬ 
tically  Bulgarian  Women’s  Choir 
music.  But  please,  avoid  the  Orb. 
Yes,  techno  draws  on  a  staggering 
range  of  subcultures  and  influences, 
but,  really,  40-minute  prog-rock 
samples  of  Steve  Hillage  are  not 
what  you’re  looking  for.  •

Dale  coined  the  “surf  guitar" 
label  himself,  ascribing  its  unique 
characteristics  to  “a  staccato  sound 
on  die  low-key  guitar  strings,  with  a 
heavy,  throbbing  beat,  like  thunder, 
or  waves  breaking  over  you.”  But  it 
would  be  unjust  to  consider  his 
sway  merely  within  the  confines  of 
that  rock  subset  Dale’s  accomplish¬ 
ments  extended  beyond  the  surf 
phenomenon,  which  soared  to  its 
greatest  heights  as  a  vocal  harmony 
genre  (the  Beach  Boys’  “Surfin’ 
Safari”  and  “Surfin’  U.S.A.,”  Jan 
and  Dean’s  “Surf  City,"  etc.) 
accented  by  a  handful  of  one-shot 
wonder  instrumentals  (the  Surfaris’ 
“Wipe  Out,”  the  Chantays’ 
“Pipeline”).  His  influence  on  the 
contour  of  rock  is  evident  in  the  leg¬ 
endary  Dual  Showman  amplifier, 
which  he  helped  develop  with  the 
Fender  company,  and  in  the  echoes 
of  his  guitar  sound  in  recordings  by 
everyone  from  the  Ramones  and  the 
Raybeats,  to  Blondie,  the  Go-Go’s, 
and  Chris  Isaak. 

Surf  music  pretty  much  went 
belly  up  around  1965  (although  its 
cult  revivals  —  see  below  —  have 
been  numerous),  and  Dale  stopped 
recording  soon  thereafter,  returning 
to  the  studio  only  to  re-record  his 
early  hits  and  to  collaborate  with 
Stevie  Ray  Vaughan  on  a  1987  ver¬ 
sion  of  “Pipeline”  for  the  film  Back 
to  the  Beach.  (All  the  important 
works  are  gathered  on  the  1989 
Rhino  collection  The  Best  of  Dick 
Dale  &  His  Del-Tones .)  The  guitar 
instrumental,  however,  has  never 
been  that  far  removed  from  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  rock  action.  “Beck’s  Bolero,” 
Dave  Edmunds’  “Sabre  Dance,” 
Harvey  Mandel’s  “Cristo  Reden- 
tor,”  scores  of  recordings  by  Frank 
Zappa,  Roy  Buchanan,  Henry 
Kaiser,  Sonny  Sharrock,  and  others, 
and  the  recent  pop  success  of  Eric 
Johnson  and  Joe  Satriani  provide  a 
historical  continuum  in  which  Dale 
deserves  a  vaunted  position. 
(Rhino’s  series,  “Guitar  Player 
Magazine  Presents  the  Legends  of 
Guitar,  ’  including  a  Surf  volume,  is 
the  definitive  document) 

But  history  on  his  side  or  not, 
Dale  commands  respect  today  by 
virtue  of  his  inexhaustible  enthusi¬ 
asm  and  awesome  chops.  At  last 
fall’s  Guitar  Player  Magazine 
stringbuster  blow-out  at  the 
Warfield,  the  graying  guitar  god 
romped  onstage  in  shorts  and  sneak¬ 
ers,  slashing  out  boggling  glissan- 
dos.  Like  another  star  of  that  night, 
Harvey  Mandel  —  who  seems  to 
have  been  reinvigorated  by  his 
move  to  San  Francisco,  whose 
bluesy  psychedelic  playing  is  still 
phenomenal,  and  who  is  also  per¬ 
forming  in  San  Francisco  this  week 
—  Dale  demonstrated  a  fundamen¬ 
tal  musicality,  a  commitment  to 
being  in  the  moment  with  his  fellow 
players,  and  a  palpable  joy  in  the 
spontaneity  of  self-expression. 

Maybe  you  can’t  take  the  surf 
out  of  Dick  Dale  any  more  than  you 
can  take  the  cold  out  of  ice.  But  he 
rides  waves  that  are  a  lot  bigger  than 
a  gnarly  day  at  Zuma.  •

being  fairly  untraditional  live. 
Loudmouth  Lucas  often  picks  his 
bass  from  behind  his  head  (to 
relieve  the  boredom  of  three-note 
riffs)  or  has  a  beer  draining  down 
his  throat  —  lips  clamped  tighdy 
around  a  bottle,  head  tilted  back  — 
while  playing.  And  though  they 
may  dress  formally,  it’s  with  a 
twist:  mysterious  black  eye  masks 
always  topping  off  carefully  coordi¬ 
nated  outfits  (off-white  dinner  jack¬ 
ets,  dark  trousers,  white-collar 
shirts,  bow  ties  —  tucked  under  the 
collar  —  and  Maltese  crosses). 

In  addition  to  two  LPs  —  one  a 
Norton  Records  release  bearing  the 
sticker  “Parental  Advisory:  This 
instrumental  album  contains  explic¬ 
it  lyrics”)  —  and  the  recent  The 
Phantom  Surfers  Play  the  Music 
from  the  Big  Screen  Spectaculars 
(including  the  Hush  Hush  Sweet 
Charlotte  theme  song  and  a  tune 
from  Blood  Orgy  of  the  Leather 
Girls)  —  the  Phantom  Surfers  have 
songs  on  various  compilations  and 
have  released  numerous  singles. 

But,  again,  when  it  comes  to 
surfing,  the  band  isn’t  one  to  brag. 
Johnny  claims  he  used  to  surf  but 
hasn’t  in  a  couple  of  years,  while  all 
Mike  can  say  is,  “I  have  been  out  on 
a  surfboard  just  as  I  have  been  out 
on  a  golf  course  with  clubs.” 

In  December  1991,  Mike  con¬ 
jured  up  the  idea  that  a  group  of  his 
girlfriends  were  going  to  be  the 
Trashwomen,  assigned  everyone  an 
instrument,  and  lined  up  a  show  for 
them  opening  for  the  Phantoms  on 
New  Year’s  Eve.  With  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  notorious  local  surf-gui¬ 
tar  goddess  Elka  Zolot  (formerly  of 
8-Ball  Scratch),  no  one  else  knew 
how  to  play  her  instrument.  Drum¬ 
mer  Tina  Lurches  was  an  organ 
player,  while  Phantoms  go-go 
dancer  Dannielle  became  an 
overnight  axe-wielder.  From  pink 
boa-feathered  bras  to  leopard-print 
bikini  tops  and  vinyl  boots,  the 
garbage  girls  arrived  on  the  scene  as 
a  trio  of  Russ  Meyer  wet  dreams. 

Starting  out  playing  mostly 
Trashmen  ravers  —  like  the  classic 
“Surfin’  Bird”  —  the  women’s  set 
grew  to  include  other  instrumentals 
and  surfy  originals  on  important 
topics  like  drag  races  and  vibrators. 
Never  having  thought  Lucas’  brain¬ 
child  would  get  this  far,  the  band 
has  accepted  its  fate  with  enthusi¬ 
asm.  And  while  they’ve  released 
just  a  single,  they  have  at  least  three 
more  on  the  way. 

With  no  authentic  surfers  in  the 
band,  Dannielle  goes  so  far  as  to 
promote  wading-only,  exclaiming: 
“I  wash  my  hair,  do  my  hair,  put  my 
lipstick  and  my  eyeliner  on,  and  my 
best  bikini  —  you  think  I’m  gonna 
get  in  the  water  after  all  that?  You 
crazy???”*

Follow  The

Hip,  hop.  The  hippie  to  the  hippie,  the  hip  hip  a-hop  and  you 
don’t,  er,  stop.  Funny  how  rap  lyrics,  even  the  pre-Fu- 
Schnickensian  thymes  of  the  Sugar  Hill  Gang,  can  fail  to 
cut  it  on  the  page. 

I  first  discovered  this  in  college,  when  a  term  paper  on  Pub¬ 
lic  Enemy  had  me  poring  over  a  lyric  sheet  for  my  explication 
du  text  on  “Cold  Lampin’  with  Flavor.”  By  the  time  I  got  to  the 
part  where  Flav  thymes  “I  got  somethin’  fa  all  da  fandangoes 
of  damangoes  of  da  fandangoes  of  damangoes,”  I  was  practi¬ 


cally  in  tears.  And  after  two  more  horns  of  reading  these  print¬ 
ed  lyrics,  I  had  three  words  for  people  who  woe  still  saying,  even 
in  ’89,  that  rap  “wasn’t  music”:  Tty  Reading  It 

Anyone  who  can  take  the  printed  words  of  Flav, 

Rakim,  or  DJ  Quit  and  make  them  do  more  than 
clunk  along  like  line  items  on  a  budget  is,  folks,  a 
musician.  And  conversely,  even  the  most  vivid, 
insightful,  and  densely  imagistic  raps  of  Chuck  D 
or  KRS-1  lose  about  half  their  meaning  when  set 
down  as  “text”  The  medium  truly  is,  even  in  Grand 
Master  Flash’s  case,  the  message.  Or  at  least  half 
of  it 

Which  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  Penguin’s  new 
book  RAP:  The  Lyrics,the  Words  to  Rap’s  Great¬ 
est  Hits  ($  1 5)  is  such  a  mixed  bag.  While  it’s  great 
to  see  songs  like  “The  Message”  and  “Dead  Homiez” 
finally  curated  like  the  classics  they  are,  it  also  makes 


and  checking  rhymes  like  Hammer’s  “Huh-oh  huh -oh  huh-oh 
Huh -oh  huh-oh  huh-oh"  with  only  the  buzz  of  the  fluorescent 
light  for  a  sound  track.  Just  as  Steve  Allen  stayed 
his  TV  audience  with  a  dry  reading  of  Gene  Vin¬ 
cent’s  “Be-Bop-a-Lula”  over  30  years  ago,  more 
than  a  few  of  these  songs  are  unintentionally  hilar¬ 
ious  when  not  under  the  care  of  a  licensed  MC. 
(Oddly,  though,  LL  Cool  J.  reads  just  fine.) 

Plus,  so  dutiful  was  editor  Lawrence  A.  Stan¬ 
ley  (a  former  lawyer  for  Tommy  Boy  Records) 
that,  not  only  do  we  get  to  read  die  2  Live  Crew 
being  both  as  dirty  and  as  clean  as  they  wanna  be, 
but  every  little  ho,  yes  yes  y  'all,  and  verbal  sound 
bite  from  their  songs  as  well  (e.g.  Matthew 
Modine’s  line  “What  do  we  get  for  ten  dollars?” 
sampled  from  Full  Metal  Jacket).  Overzealous 
transcribing  sometimes  stands  in  for  judicious

Still,  the  book  is  pretty  irresistible.  Especially  if,  like  me, 
you  remain  traumatized  by  junior  high  gaffes  involving  mis¬ 
understood  rock  lyrics.  (I  was  the  kid  who  thought  Kiss’  exhor- 
taiional  chorus  “I  wanna  rock  and  roll  all  night/ And  party  every 
day”  was  actually  a  hard-rock  ode  to  moderation,  ending  “...and 
part  of  every  day.”)  I  have  to  credit  Stanley  with  some  enlight¬ 
enment  as  far  as  Mellow  Man  Ace,  OTFO,  and  Shazzy  go, 
and  with  helping  me  reaffirm  my  opinion  that  Rakim  is  the 
John  Coltrane  of  hip  hop  —  hard-swinging,  soulful,  and,  as 
RAP:  The  Lyrics  shows,  incredibly  baroque:  “A  furified  freestyle 
lyrics  of  fury  /  My  third  eye  make  me  shine  like  jury.”  I  guess 
reading  rap  is  kind  of  fun. 

Plus,  as  the  Pixies  say,  it’s  educational.  As  an  anthology, 
RAP:  The  Lyrics  presents  a  nice  overview  of  rap’s  stylistic 
development,  beginning  with  the  1 980  hit  “Rapper’s  Delight” 
and  ending  with  ’92  songs  like  the  Disposable  Heroes  of  Hipho- 
prisy’s  “Language  of  Violence”  and  Cypress  Hill’s  “How  I 
Could  Just  Kill  a  Man.”  (This  allows  you  to  say  stuff  like,  “in 


rap,  as  in  most  20th  century  art  forms,  we  see  a  trend  away  from 
representation  and  toward  abstraction,”  and  then  pull  out  Grand¬ 
master  Flash  and  A  Tribe  Called  Quest  for  refer¬ 
ence.) 

The  book  also  has  an  excellent  17-page  intro 
by  Jefferson  Morley  called  “Rap  Music  as  Ameri¬ 
can  History”  that  charts  rap’s  evolution  from  the 
Carter  era  to  the  present,  from  Pigmeat 
Markham  to  YoYo,  and  from  hesitant  “urban 
contemporary”  radio  execs  to  the  Warsaw  DJ 
who  pumped  “Fuck  Tha  Police”  to  a  million  East¬ 
ern  bloc  listeners  in  1990.  In  fact,  Morley’s  essay 
alone  is  probably  enough  to  recommend  RAP: 

The  Lyrics,  filled  as  it  is  with  detailed  historiogra¬ 
phy  and  illuminating  analyses  of  rap’s  social, 
political,  and  literary  significance.  For  instance: 

Rap ’s  mass  success  is  not  based  on  blacks 


accepting  white  middle-class  values,  or  on  the  alleged¬ 


ly  declining  significance  of  race  in  American  culture, 
or  on  the  commercial  exploitation  of  black  criminality 
or  pure  black  art  farm,  but  on  an  ideal  at 
once  more  realistic  and  more  radical: 
that  in  America  blacks  and  whites  alike 
will  celebrate  black  values  instead  of 
expecting  blacks  to  accept  white  values. 
Although  RAP:  The  Lyrics  hardly  contains  1 50 
of  die  best  rap  songs — unless  songs  like  Blondie’s 
“Rapture”  and  “Ice  Ice  Baby”  somehow  age  into 
quality  —  nor  necessarily  “the  most  important” 

—  (theFalboys’  “In  Jail”  but  no  “Bring  the  Noise”?) 

—  the  book’s  transcriptions  provide  a  lot  more 
vivid  written  introduction  to  rap  than  any  secondary 
source  I  can  imagine.  If  you’ ve  gotta  read  rap,  you 
might  as  well  get  the  real  deal.  And  I  like  the  fact 
that  Penguin,  the  publishing  house  that  first  showed 

me  Shakespeare,  may  someday  acquaint  kids  with  Too  Short.  •
